OLDEST  XMAS  TREES 

What  some  people  consider  to  be 
the  world's  oldest  Christmas  trees 
have  been  standing  on  a  Mediteranen 
plateau  for  centuries.  These  are  the 
cedars  of  Lebanon,  protected  by  both 
religion  and  by  law.

MASONIC  CEMETERIES 


The  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons  of  the  State  of 
Indiana  in  1955  approved  a  decision 
by  Past  Grand  Master  Elmer  E.  Forks, 
which  reads  as  folows: 

"The  establishment  in  a  commer- 
cial cemetery  of  a  'Masonic  Garden,' 
the  use  of.  the  word  'Masonic  in  con- 
nection therewith,  a  marble  representa- 
tion of  a  lodge  room  with  chairs, 
stations,  altar,  including  the  open 
Bible,  square  and  compass,  cannot  be 
permitted.  Circularizing  or  soliciting 
for  this  purpose  is  prohibited  (1955: 
32,  119)." 


YORK  RITE  ASS'N 


At  the  I>ecemiber  meeting  of  the 
association  a  good  representation  of 
the  four  bodies  was  present.  The 
larger  the  attendance,  the  more  en- 
ihusiastic  the  meeting  can  be.  The 
two  main  items  of  discussion  covered 
the  organization  of  the  membership 
committee,  andl  the  improvements 
and  perfection  of  the  degree  work.

The  layman  and  the  newly  initiated  Mason 
usually  has  a  confused  idea  of  the  Masonic 
system  with  respect  to  the  so-called  "higher 
degrees."  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  folder  to 
clarify  some  misconceptions  and  to  explain 
briefly  the  American  or  York  Rites. 

Masonry  is  a  progressive  science.  It  is 
therefore  preferable  to  consider  that  the 
degrees  of  the  Chapter,  Council  and  Com- 
mandery  serve  to  broaden  the  member's 
education  and  as  he  advances  he  attains  a 
more  complete  knowledge  of  the  events  re- 
volving about  the  first  three  degrees.  It 
is  a  distinct  fallacy  to  believe  that  when 
one  becomes  a  Master  Mason  he  has  all 
the  Masonry  he  needs.  It  is  unnecessary 
to  remind  the  reader  that  each  degree  has 
its  lesson,  beautifully  and  impressively  por- 
trayed. 

Finally  Masonry  is  not,  and  never  was 
intended  to  be,  a  substitute  for  the  Church. 
By  its  symbolism  it  attempts  to  teach  a 
system  of  applied  Christianity  which,  in 
cooperation  with  the  Church,  makes  for 
better  and  cleaner  living.

York  Rite  Masonry 


Further  light  in  Masonry  is  a  constant  challenge 
to  every  earnest  Craftsman  to  continue  his  Masonic 
journey,  and  sooner  or  later,  he  comes  face  to  face 
with  the  question  "What  is  York  Rite  Freemasonry 
and  why  should  it  interest  me?"  York  Rite  Free- 
masonry is  a  series  of  degrees  which  expand  and 
enlarge  upon  the  philosophy,  the  symbolism,  the  his- 
torical significance  and  the  great  truths  inculcated 
in  the  Symbolic  or  Blue  Lodge.  With  one  exception, 
those  of  the  orders  of  the  Temple,  all  are  Concerned 
with  Ancient  Craft  Masonry. 

All  of  the  teachings  are  obtained  and  all  of  this 
York  Rite  accomplished  with  a  minimum  of  effort 
by  the  candidate,  for  in  them  he  becomes  an  active 
part  of  the  work,  under  a  competent  guide — and 
best  of  all  there  is  nothing  for  him  to  memorize. 


CAPITULAR  DEGREES 
Chapter 

Roifal  Arch  Masons 

The  York  Rite  degrees  are  conferred  by  three  sep- 
arate Masonic  bodies,  each  of  which  has  its  own 
governing  or  Grand  Body,  which  exercises  complete 
authority  over  the  particular  degrees  it  controls. 

The  four  degrees  of  a  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Mas- 
ons, Mark  Master,  Past  Master,  Most  Excellent 
Master,  and  the  degree  of  Royal  Arch  Mason  are 
called  Capitular  degrees,  because  they  are  the  Cap- 
stones of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry. 

Each  of  the  four  Capitular  degrees  has  a  definite 
purpose  in  view,  and  all,  when  combined,  complete 
the  story  and  the  symbolism  of  King  Solomon's  Tem- 
ple—finally leadmg  up  to  the  beginning  of  the  second 
Temple,  the  Temple  of  Zerubbabel,  with  the  recovery 
and  the  communication  of  that  which  was  "lost." 


CRYPTIC  DEGREES 

Council 

Royal  and  Select  Masters 

A  council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  confers  the 
Cryptic  degrees  of  Masonry,  so-called  because  they 
are  chiefly  concerned  with  a  crypt,  or  a  certain  sub- 
terranean vault  which  our  legends  inform  us  was 
known  only  to  a  select  few  of  the  Craft.  The  Council 
embraces  the  Royal  Master  degree,  the  Select  Mas- 
ter and  a  third  optional  honorary  degree  known  as 
the  Super  Excellent  Master.  All  three  explain  and 
elaborate  upon  certain  important  phases  of  the  Royal 
Arch.

CHRISTIAN  ORDERS 
OF  KNIGHTHOOD 
Commandery  of  >^ 
Knights  Templar 

The  degrees,  or  more  properly,  the  orders  of 
the  crowning  body  of  the  York  Rite,  the  Commandery 
of  Knights  Templar  are  often  designated  as  Templar 
or  Chivalric  Masonry,  because  they  have  their  back- 
ground in  the  age  of  Chivalry. 

A  Commandery  of  Knights  Templar  confers  three 
Orders,  the  Illustrious  Order  of  the  Red  Cross,  the 
Order  of  Malta  and  Mediterranean  Pass,  and  the 
Order  of  the  Temple,  in  which  the  candidate  reaches 
the  Christian  grade  of  the  York  Rite,  passing  from 
the  Old  Testament  into  the  New.  The  early  history  of 
the  Order  centered  around  Jerusalem,  beginning  in 
the  year  1118.  The  Crusaders  had  won  the  city  from 
the  Moslems  and  an  uneasy  truce  lay  over  the 
Near  East.  Pious  pilgrims  journeying  to  the  sacred 
shrines  were  beset  by  robbers  and  Arab  raiders. 
So,  eight  French  knights  banded  together  for  the 
gallant  and  unselfish  purpose  of  clearing  the  roads 
and  defending  helpless  pUgrims  against  attack.  The 
fame  of  their  prowess  spread  and  they  were  soon 
joined  by  many  other  valiant  knights.  They  quarter- 
ed at  the  Temple  of  Jerusalem  and  assumed  the 
name  of  "Poor  Fellow  Soldiers  of  Christ  and  of  the 
Temple  of  Solomon." 

Thus  came  into  being  the  original  Order  of  the 
Temple,  founded  in  self-sacrifice  and  devotion  to 
fight  under  the  banner  of  Christ  and  to  aid  and 
protect  the  weak  and  defenseless.  The  Order  grew 
rapidly  in  numbers  and  power,  and  for  two  hundred 
years  the  Knights  of  the  Temple  were  among  the 
most  distinguished  warriors  of  the  Cross.  Their 
wealth,  prestige  and  influence  finally  aroused  the 
envy  and  hatred  of  the  King  of  France  and  the  Pope 
of  Rome,  and  in  1314  their  leaders  were  put  to  death 
and  the  Order  suppressed  and  dispersed.  Any  actual 
connection  between  the  original  Templars  and  pres- 
ent-day Masonry  is  obscure  and  legendary.  Whether 
or  not  research  ever  demonstrates  a  continuity  of 
Masonic  Character  from  the  Middle  Ages  to  the 
present,  it  is  certain  that  the  noble  precepts  and 
ideals  and  the  self-sacrifice  and  devotion  of  the  old 
Knights  of  the  Templar  provide  inspiration  and  ex- 
amples worthy  of  emulation  by  the  modern  follow- 
ers of  the  Cross  who  comprised  the  Christian  Orders 
of  Masonry. 

Today,  as  it  ever  has,  life  abounds  with  contrasts 
— wealth  and  poverty,  truth  and  falsehood,  justice 
and  injustice,  liberty  and  oppression — flourish  side 
by  side  the  world  over.  Men  of  purpose,  born  of 
Faith,  filled  with  Hope  and  motivated  by  Charity 
are  ever  needed  to  shield  the  weak  and  helpless.  It 
is  the  avowed  purpose  of  the  Modern  Knight  Templar 
to  meet  that  great  need. 

Such,  is  a  brief  resume  of  York  Rite  Masonry.  We 
invite  you  to  continue  your  search  for  "further  light" 
and  to  improve  yourself  in  Masonry.  We  offer  you 
an  expanded  fellowship  with  men  and  brethern  who 
ever  seek  to  build  with  Plumb,  Square,  and  level, 
that  Temple  of  Character  which  is  the  great  goal 
of  our  Craft.  And  further,  we  sincerely  solicit  your 
identification  with  the  only  Order  founded  upon  the 
Christian  religion  and  the  practices  of  the  Christian 
virtues.

THE  FOUR  MARTYRS 


That  Masons  have  traditionally 
been  men  willing  to  stand  by  their 
convictions  is  beautifully  illustrated 
by  one  of  the  oldest  legends  of  the 
Craft. 

The  story  of  the  "Quatuor  Coro- 
nati"  or  the  Four  Crowned  Ones 
tells  of  four  stone-masons  who  lived 
in  the  days  of  the  Roman  Emperoi 
Diocletian.  They  were  secretly  Christ- 
ians and,  therefore,  opposed  to  idola- 
try. Hence  when  the  Emperor  order- 
ed them  to  carve  a  statue  to  Aescula^ 
pius,  the  god  of  medicine  and  heal- 
ing, they  refused  as  a  matter  of  con 
viction. 

Furious  at  their  refusal  to  carry 
out  his  commands,  the  ruler  order 
ed  them  encased  in  lead  coffins  and 
thrown  into  a  river.  This  was  done 
on  November  8th,  and  the  craftsmen 
involved  have  since  been  known  Ma- 
sonically  as  "The  Four  Martyrs." — 
Orphans  Friend.

OLDEST  MASONIC  DOCUMENT? 

While  working  in  the  British  Muse- 
um about  1838,  James  O.  Halliwell, 
a  historian  who  was  not  a  Freemason 
found  a  poem  that  had  been  erron- 
eously cataloged. 

He  gave  the  paper  before  the  Society 
of  Antiquaries  in  1838.  Said  to  have 
been  written  in  1390  in  'Auld  English,' 
it  is  now  known  as  the  Halliwell  man- 
uscript or  Reguis  manuscript.  The 
following  is  an  excerpt: 
"He  that  learned  best,  and  was  of 
honesty, 

And  passeth  his  fellows  in  skill; 
If  in  that  craft  he  did  him  pass. 
He  should  have  more  honor  than  the 
less. 

Furthermore  yet  this'  he  ordained 
That   Master  he   should  be  called; 
So  that  he  was  most  worshipped. 
Then  should  he  be  so  narned; 
A  clerk  named  Euclid  was  fh'st  so 
ordained; 

But  Masons  sho7'd  never  one  another 
call, 

Within  the  craft  among  them  all. 
Nor  subject,   nor  servant,  but  my

THE  LODGE 

A  Lodge  of  Freemasons  is  not  the 
room  in  an  inn,  a  restaurant,  a  hotel, 
or  hall  in  which  Freemasons  foregatli- 
er.  It  suggests  a  temporary  habitation 
such  as  the  Tabernacle  in  the  wilder- 
ness, a  movable  and  yet  a  sacred 
building  in  which  our  secrets  are  pre- 
served from  the  attacks  of  the  insidi- 
ous. In  other  words  a  Lodge  of 
Freemasons  consists  of  the  members 
themselves,  who,  when  they  come  to- 
gether in  a  regular  manner,  form  a 
living  temple.  It  is  a  union  of  men  of 
good-will  who  coalesce  in  order  to 
learn,  or  fathom,  the  benign  and  pro- 
found secrets  of  nature  and  science,  as 
opposed:  to  black  magic  or  a  study  of 
that  which  is  pernicious  and  malignant 
to  the  mind. 

In  a  figurative  sense,  in  the  place 
of  our  earthy  sojourn,  often  set  amid 
barren  surroundings,  a  Freemason's 
Lodge  is  a  fertile  spot  watered  by 
springs  of  refreshing  ideas;  a  neutral 
zone  away  from  religious  and  political 
stxifes  an  academy  whereio  students 


learn  the  tenets  of  our  mystic  art  and 
its  assemblages  conclude  with  what 
ought  to  be  a  true  feast  of  reason  and 
a  flow  of  soul.  But,  if  the  reader 
wishes  to  answer  quickly,  an  inquisi- 
tive cowan,  he  may  do  worse  than 
memorize  the  following: — "A  Freema- 
sons' Lodge  is  a  complex  body  of 
living  organisms,  industrially  propag- 
ating the  dissemination  of  peculiarly 
humanising  principles,  for  the  ultimate 
regeneration  of  Mankind."

A  MASTER  MASON'S  LIBRARY 
R.  W.  Ward  K.  St.  Clair 
There  are  miany  "tall  tales"  in  oir 
culation  regarding  Freemasonry  and 
its  members.  Most  of  these  "tall  tales" 
are  found  to  be  just  that  when  a  stu- 
dent of  the  Craft  explores  them. 

Probably  no  phases  of  the  story 
of  our  Craft  and  its  members  has 
furnished  the  background  for  more 
of  these  tales  than  had  the  American 
Indian.  Many  are  the  stories  which 
have  made  thousands  of  the  anteroom 
or  the  collation  table  which  have  dealt 
with  the  lives  that  have  been  saved 
because  some  person  gave  a  Masonic 
sign. 

There  has  just  been  published,  by 
the  Missouri  Lodge  of  Research,  a 
volume  which  bears  the  title  of  Free- 
masonry and  the  American  Indian. 
The  Author  is  William  R.  Denslow, 
a  member  of  that  Lodge  and  also 
Business  Manager  of  the  Royal  Arch 
Mason.  Bro.  Denslow  has  made  a 
life  time  study  of  the  American  Indian 
and  his  Secret  Societies  and  presents 
a  very  readable,  interes'ting  and  fact- 
ual study. 

The  book  is  divided  into  four  parts. 
The  first  deals  with  the  Indian  Secret 
Societies,  the  second  with  the  develop- 
ment of  Freemasonry  in  the  old  Indian 
Territory,  how  forming  the  state  of 
Oklahoma.  The  Third  part  dis- 
cusses the  famous  Indian  Freemasons 
explores  very  thoroughly  many  of  the 
myths  surrounding  these  men.  The 
fourth  part  tells  the  story  of  a  Miss- 
ouri Mason  by  the  name  of  Meoldy 
and  his  association  with  the  Indians 
in  the  middle  part  of  the  nineteenth 
century. 

The  New  York  Mason  will  find  the 
story  of  Chief  Joseph  Brant  and  also 
that  of  Red  Jacket  of  particular  inter- 
est. There  is  also  an  account  of 
Teciunseh  which  will  prove  interesting 
to  Indiana  Masons. 

M.W.  Carl  H.  Claudy  concludes  his 
Forward  to  the  book  with  the  follow- 
ing paragraph: 

"The  Masonic  world' — indeed,  all 
those  who  love  truth  for  its  own  sake 
— will  be  long  indebted  to  the  author 
for  a  carefully  done,  exact  and  truth- 
fully drawn  portrait  of  *the  Indian  as 
a  Freemason,  and  the  facts  about  his 


secret  societies,  ritual,  beliefs  and 
practices." 

The  book  may  be  borrowed  from 
the  Grand  Lo^ge  Library.  For  those 
who  desire  a  personal  copy  a  letter 
addressed  to  William  R.  Denslow, 
Trenton,  Mo.  will  bring  the  desired 
information  as  to  how  and  where  to 
get  a  copy.

THE  'BLUE'  LODGE 

Every  once  in  a  while  .somebody 
rises  to  critizc  the  use  of  the  term 
"Blue"  Lodge.  There  are  lots  of 
Masons  who  believe  it  is  an  arbitrary 
and  meaningless  term.  Tliis  is  be- 
cause they  have  not  taken  sufficient 
interest  in  Masonic  symhology  to  as- 
certain the  real  significance  of  the 
term  itself. 

We  are  not  particularly  strong  for 
"symbology"  in  the  sense  in  which  it 
is  often  used,  to  display  the  superior 
knowledge  of  the  user. 

But  the  term  "Blue"  Lodge  is  fort- 
ified by  historic  usages  which  go  back 
to  the  very  beginnings  of  the  frater- 
nity and  beyond.  Among  the  Jews 
blue  was  a  significant  color;  one 
of  the  veils  of  the  sacred  tabernacle 
was  of  hlue,  denoting  one  of  the 
fundamental  principles  of  Masonry 
in  later  centuries.  The  Jews  may  or 
may  not  have  borrowed  it  from  the 
late  Hindus,  who  represented  their 
great  god,  Vishnu,  in  blue. 

Among  the  early  Christmas  blue 
was  a  peculiarly  significant  color. 
To  the  Druids  blue  was  a  symbol  of 
truth;  to  the  Chineses  it  means  diety 
in  the  sense  of  their  peculiar  religion; 
to  the  Hebrews  it  was  a  symbol  of 
immortality. 

There  is  nothing  incongruous  in  the 
fact  that  the  early  Masons  should  have 
attached  to  blue  a  significance  of  their 
own.  In  the  Entered  Apprentice  De- 
gree the  candidate  is  pointed  to  the 
blue  heavens,  which  he  hopes  to  reach 
by  means  of  the  theological  ladder

of  Jacob. 

In  the  Fellowcraft  Degree  he  is 
pointed  to  the  blue  globes  represent- 
ing the  material  universe  symbolized 
by  the  sky  the  established  customs 
i  and  ancient  usages  of  the  fraternity. 
I  To  the  Mason  the  foundation  unit 
of  the  institution  is  represented  and 
symbolized  by  the  color  which  in 
various  ages  and  in  various  countries 
has  come  to  mean  perfection,  truth, 
immortality  and  friendship.  What 
more  appropriate  color  could  possibly 
be  adopted  as  the  peculiar  symbol  of 
the  Craft?  Why  uarrel  with  usage,  if 
it  no  more  than  that  which  has  such 
a  consistent  and  encient  foundation? 

There  is  nothing  arbitrary  in  de- 
signating a  Lodge  as  "Blue"  Lodge, 
because  the  orginal  decoration  of  the 
early  Lodges  was  glue,  going  back 
through  the  ages  to  the  meaning  we 
have  indicated.  Don't  let  any  Masonic 
"symbologist"  talk  you  out  of  believ- 
ing that  blue  is  the  most  appropriate 
designation  the  Lodge  could  possibly 
have. — ^Kansas  City  "Freemason."

SMALLEST  LODGE  IN  BIGGEST 

STATE  HAS  14  MEMBERS 

We  are  accustomed  to  thinking  of 
Texas  itself  as  big.  Now  comes  the 
story  of  the  "littlest  lodge"  in  Texas 
—  Chalk  Mountain  Lodge  No.  894, 
which  has  14  members  and  is  located 
in  the  southwest  corner  of  Erath 
County.  ChaTk  Mountain  itself  has 
a  population  of  30  souls,  and  is  too 
small  to  boast  a  post  office,  mail 
must  be  addressed  to  Iredell,  Texas. 

The  Lodge  has  an  annual  oper- 
ating budget,  not  expressed  in  dol- 
lars, but  in  the  quaint  and  praci- 
cal  terms  of  the  county  —  "one  rick 
of  wood  and  one  gallone  of  kero- 
sene." 

A  short  time  ago  the  largest  Lodge 
in  Texas  —  Tarrant  Lodge  No.  942, 
of  Fort  Worth  installed  the  officers 
for  the  tiny  Lodge.  The  meeting  was 
held  in  the  ancient  windowless  lodge 
room,  high  up  on  the  mountain  for 
which  ~the  village  is  named. 

Kerosene  lamps  illuminated  the 
interior  of  the  20x30  foot  building. 
A  potbeMied  wood  stove  stood  by 
waiting  for  the  winter  months.  The 
door  newly  equipped  with  hasp,  had 
always  been  fastened  with  a  big  rock. 
However,  the  installation  ceremony 
was  the  same  in  this,  the  littlest"  lodge 
as  it  was  in  the  largest. — Masonic 
Tribune.

MASONS  "AT  SIGHT" 

Several  Americans  high  in  public 
life  were  made  Masons  "at  sight" 
a  rarely  used  perogative  of  a  Grand 
Master..  President  William  Howard 
Taft  was  made  a  member  of  the 
Craft  in  this  manner  by  the  Grand 
Master  of  Ohio. 

General  George  C.  Marshall,  Army 
Chief  of  Staff,  and  Jesse  H.  Jones, 
Secretary  of  Commerce,  were  so 
raised  December  16,  1941,  at  emer- 
gency lodge  sessions  in  Washington 
D.  C,  which  lasted  four  hours,  with 
the  three  degrees  conferred  in  short 
form.  Gen.  Marshall's  father  had 
been  Worshipful  Master  of  Union- 
town,  Pa. 

Gen.  Douglas  Mac  Arthur  was  elev- 
ated "at  sight"  at  Manila  in  1936  by 
the  Grand  Master  of  the  Philippines. 

President  William  McKinley  receiv- 
ed the  three  symbolic  degrees  each 
a  day  apart  —  May  1,2,  and  3,  1865. 

President  Andrew  Jackson  was  the 
first  President  to  become  a  Scottish 
Rite  Mason,  the  degrees  being  con- 
ferred upon  him  by  two  members  of 
the  Rite  in  the  library  of  the  White 
House. 

George  M.  Leader,  Governor  of 


Pennsylvania,  was  made  a  Mason  at 
Sight  at  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Penn- 
sylvania March  3,  at  York,  Pa.

THE  STORY  OF  HIRIAM  ABIF

Some  of  the  most  interesting  stories 
are  those  referred  to  in  sections  of 
the  Holy  Bible.  Important  truths 
are  transmitted  through  those  stories, 
when  they  are  properly  told.  The 
other  day  I  heard  one  of  those  good 
stories.    A  minister  told  it. 

He  told  the  story  of  Hiram  Abif. 
In  three  minutes  he  had  me  sitting  on 
the  edge  of  my  chair.  He  told  of  a 
boy'  who  admired  his  father,  watch- 
ing his  work  with  iron  and  brass  and 
listening  to  stories  of  travel  in  search 
of  knowledge. 

The  story-teller  related  the  disap- 
pointment of  the  boy  who  lost  that 
wonderful  father,  thereby  becoming 
known  as  The  Widow's  Son,  and 
dramatized  the  manner  in  which  the 
boy  resolved  to  dedicate  his  life  to 
intense  application  of  his  father's  prin- 
ciples.

EARLIEST  KNOWN  ACCOUNT  OF 
A  MASONIC  FUNERAL 

The  earliest  known  account  of  a 
Masonic  funeral  appeared  in  the  Lon- 
don Daily  Post  of  June  2,  1839, 
giving  details  of  the  funeral  of  Dr. 
James  Anderson,  D.D.,  compiler  of 
the  Masonic  Constitution  of  1723 
and  1738.  Dr.  Anderson  died  on  the 
28th  of  May,  1739,  and  the  newspaper 
account  reads: 

"Last  night  we  interred  in  Bunhill 
Fields  the  corpse  of  Dr.  Anderson,  a 
Dissenting  Teacher,  in  a  very  remark 
able  deep  grave.  His  Pall  was  sup- 
ported by  five  Dissenting  Teachers 
and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Disaguliers.  It  was 
followed  by  a  Dozen  of  Freemasons, 
who  encircled  the  grave;  and  after 
Dr.  Earle  had  harrangued  on  the  un- 
certainly of  life,  etc.,  without  one 
word  of  the  deceased,  the  Brethren,  in 
a  most  solemn,  dismal  Posture,  lifted 
up  their  hands,  sigh'd  and  struck 
their  aprons  three  times  in  Honor  of 
the  Deceased."

SUCCOTH  AND  ZARTHAN 

Succoth  was  an  ancient  city  of 
Palestine,  located  about  forty-five 
miles  north-east  of  Jerusalem.  The 
village  of  Seikoot  occupies  the  site  to- 
day. Zarthan  appears  to  be  another 
name  for  Zebedatha  and  is  located  a- 
bout  thirty-five  miles  north-east  of 
Jerus,alem.  Clay  abounds  in  this  re- 
gion and  between  the  two  cities  is 
found  a  brown,  arenaceous  clay  of 
great  tenacity,  particularly  suitable 
for  making  moulds.  Jewellers  of  pre- 
sent day  Jerusalem  use  this  clay  in 
casting  small  pieces  of  brass,  because 
sharp  and  perfect  moulds  can  be  made 
from  it. 

Though  the  distance  of  these  clay 
grounds  from  the  site  of  Solomon's 
Temple  was  formidable  in  the  days  of 
Hiram  Abif,  about  1000  B.C.,  the 
master  builder  chose  to  locate  his  fur- 
riace  for  the  casting  of  the  brass  pillars 
Jachin  and  Boaz  and  the  Holy  Vessels 
of  the  Temple  at  this  place  near  the 
confluence  of  the  Jordan  and  Jabbok 
rivers.  The  transportation  problem  was 
further  complicated  by  the  necessity 
for  crossing  the  Jordan  with  the  finish- 
ed castings.

ANCIENT  CRAFT  MASONRY 

Records  from  a  number  of  the  An- 
cient Nations  show  the  exisence  ol 
groups  of  craftsmen  and  today  are 
still  standing  many  examples  of  their 
work  and  skill.  Many  of  them  show 
similarities  to  Masonry  although  op- 
erating under  other  names. 

The  earliest  records  refer  to  the 
Anoitnt  Mysteries  from  whence  the 
design  and  workmanship  of  the  Egypt- 
ians were  derived. 

While  Ancient  Assyria  shows  some 
remarkable  speciments  of  arcnitecture 
and  records  of  their  builders  of  2000 
B.C.,b  ut  the  quality  of  their  work  does 
not  compare  with  that  of  Egypt. 

The  recent  discoveries  of  the  Qum- 


ran  dociunents  in  the  caves  of  Pale- 
stine has  given  not  only  ancient  writ- 
ings of  Uie  books  of  the  Bible  but  also 
the  first  real  facts  about  the  Hittites, 
their  government  but  also  some  of  the 
secrets  of  their  builders,  describing 
cities  and  buildings  long  since  buried 
Their  craft  were  organized  much  as 
was  that  at  the  building  of  King 
Solomon's  Temple. 

Also  there  were  found  much  more 
concerning  the  organization  and  his- 
tory of  the  Essenes. 

This  was  an  order  composed  of  the 
young  men  of  Jewish  faith  who  were 
required  to  give  up  home  life  as  well 
as  worldly  possessions  and  devote 
therasesves  to  the  relief  and  help  to 
their  neighbors. 

They  were  well  trained  in  medi- 
cine and  healing,  teaching  the  young, 
establishing  homes  and  any  kind  ol 
work  to  relieve  and  better  the  cond- 
itions of  those  around  them.  They 
were  noted  for  their  charity  and  bene- 
volence. 

While  the  order  was  secret,  but 
they  were  not  bound  by  any  oath  oe- 
oause  they  said,  "Who  is  not  believed 
without  calling  on  God  to  witness,  is 
already  guilty  of  perjury." 

Historians  have  written  that  John 
the  Baptist  at  an  early  age  was  left 
homeless  and  was  raised  and  educated 
by  the  Essenes  and  later  in  that  order 
served  for  a  long  time  as  what  we 
know  as  Chaplain  which  training  fitted 
him  later  to  be  called  John  the  Bap- 
tist. 

While  no  record  has  been  found 
that  Jesus  Christ  was  affiliated  with  the 
Essenes  but  some  historians  give  some 
statements  which  have  not  been  dis- 
proved. That  there  is  no  record  of 
Him  during  the  18  years  between  the 
time  when  he  was  about  twelve  years 
of  age  when  He  was  with  the  Priests 
and  Doctors  in  the  Temple  and  18 
years  later  when  He  began  his  teach- 
ing. 

It  is  a  safe  presumption  that  He 
was  somewhere  else  than  at  home 
fitting  Himself  for  the  years  He  was 
to  teach  the  world  how  to  live. 

At  that  time  the  people  in  Palestine 
were  divided  into  three  groups,  the 
Pharisees,  Sadduces  and  Essenes  and 
while  He  often  told  the  faults  of 
both  the  Pharisees  and  the  Sadduces, 
but  at  no  time  did  He  say  anything 
unfavorable  to  the  Essenes.

CORNERSTONE  IS  LAID 
FOR  CALIFORNIA  TEMPLE 


The  cornerstone  was  laid  recently 
ffor  the  $6,000,000  Masonic  Memo- 
rial Temple  on  Nob  Hill  in  San 
Francisco  being  erected  by  the  Grand

One  of  the  principal  decorative  fea 
tures  of  the  Temple  will  be  a  triple 
window  of  stained  glass  directly  above 
the  doorway,  50  feet  wide  and  35 
feet  high,  which  will  depict  the  com 
ing  of  Freemasonry  to  California  and 
its  development  and  accomplishments 
there.  The  window  will  require  two 
years  to  build.

CYRUS 

By  E.  George  Lindstrom,  P.M. 

Cynis,  surnamed  the  Elder,  was 
the  founder  of  the  Persian  monarchy 
son  of  Camibyses,  a  Persian  Noble  and 
of  Mandane,  daaighter  of  Astyages, 
King  of  Persia.  He  was  a  generous 
liberator  and  consistent  guardian  of 
the  rights  of  the  Jews. 

He  was  an  ins.pired  prophet.  Dur- 
ing his  reign  prayer  assumed  import- 
ance, scriptures  were  collected  and 
edited,  synagogues  were  erected  and 
schools  established  and  the  people 
were  instructed  in  law. 

He  was  famous  for  the  conquest  ot 
Lydia  and  capture  of  Croesus;  the 
siege  of  Babylon  in  538  and  the  in- 
vasion of  Scythia  where  he  was  defeat- 
ed and  slain  by  Tomyris,  queen  of 
the  Massagetae  in  529.    He  was  in- 
terred at  Psargardae  and  his  tomb  was 
visited  by  Alexander  the  Great.  I 
His  greatest  feat  was  laying  the 
siege  of  Babylon  by  diverting  the 
course  of  the  river,  taking  the  city 
and  releasing  the  captives  after  70 
years  of  captivity  A.M.  3466  or  B.C. 
538  and  sending  them  back  to  rebuild 
the  house  of  God  under  the  care  of 
Joshua.  Z^rubabbel  and  Haggai,  hen- 
ce he  is  reversed  in  Masonry.    In  a 
Masonic  History  it  states  that  Cyrus 
never  besieged  Babylon,  a  city  fifteen , 
miles  square.    It  merely  opened  its 
gates  without  battle  538  B.C.  He 
believed  that  a  disaffected  conquered 
people  imported  into  a  kingdom  was 
a  constant  menace  and  danger,  and 
thus  released  the  Jewish  exiles  so  they 
might  return  to  their  homeland.  He 
was  a  worshipper  of  the  Sun-god  Bel 
and  Nebo,  his  prophet. 

How  glad  they  were  when  Cyrus 
put  an  end  to  the  Babylon  rule  and 
liberated  the  captives,  under  Zerubab- 
bel,  and  returned  to  the  promised 
land  there  to  rebuild  the  city  and  the 
second  temple  and  Judaism  succeeded 
to  the  old  Hebrew  faith  and  practice. 
What  a  land  they  had  to  return  to 
desolate  and  destroyed,  but  faith  and 
hope  made  the  cajptives  strong  and 
they  set  to  work  with  a  will,  strength 


and  zeal,  and  that  which  was  promised 
was  again  accomplished. 

Cyrus  ascended  tht  throne  559  B.C. 
He  was  followed  by  Cambyses,  son, 
521  B.C.,  succeeded  by  Smerdis.  The 
Babylonian  siege  lasted  two  years, 
finally  succumibed  to  the  strategy  of 
General  Zopyrus.

THE  GATES  OF  THE  TEMPLE 

The  Masonic  ritual  depicts  the 
Temple  of  Solomon  as  having  a  gate 
on  the  east,  west  and  south  sides. 
Actually  such  a  representation  is  whol- 
ly incorrect.  In  walls  of  the  Temple 
proper  no  provision  for  entrance  was 
made  except  at  the  entrance  porch 
on  the  east  and  which  gave  admission 
to  the  building.  The  surronding 
courts,  however,  had  entrance  gates 
at  every  point  of  the  compass.  Ma- 
son ically,  the  Temple  is  entirely  sym 
bolic.  The  Temple  to  the  Speculative 
Mason  is  not  a  symbol  of  a  historical 
building  and  the  gates  referred  to 
are  imaginary  and  symbolic.  They 
are,  first,  symbols  of  the  progress  of 
the  sun  which  in  its  daily  course  rises 
in  the  East,  ascends  to  the  meridan  ob 
served  from  the  south,  and  descends 
to  close  the  day  in  the  west.  In  the 
allegory  of  life,  which  the  third  de- 
gree illustrates,  they  represent  the 
three  principal  stages  of  development; 
youth,  manhood,  and  old  age,  orimore 
properly,  birth,  life  and  death.

FROM    WHENCE    CAME  THIS 
SIGN,  TOKEN  AND  WORD? 

After  the  Norman  Conquest,  Eng- 
land was  invaded  by  a  perfect  army 
of  ecclesiastics;  churches,  monasteries, 
cathedrals,  and  abbeys  were  commen- 
ced in  every  part  of  the  country. 
Where  these  buildings  were  erected  in 
towns  the  work  could  undertaken  by 
the  local  guild,  but  when  they  were 
far  from  populous  places  a  difficulty 
was  experienced  in  procuring  sufficient 
skilled  labour.  To  meet  this,  it  is 
supposed  that  many  experienced  mem- 
bers of  the  guild  were  induced  to  sever 
their  connection  with  the  local  body 
and  accept  service  under  -the  new  ec- 
clesiastical authority,  thus  becoming 
free  from  the  restrictions  and  limita- 
tions to  which  they  had  previously 
been  subject  and  henceforth  being 
designated  as  Freemasons.  _  The 
church-bixilding  Freemasons,  being  a 
somewhat  national  organization  whose 
members  traveled  throughout  the  len- 
gth and  breadth  of  the  land,  when 
ever  employment  was  obtainable, 
found  it  impracticable  to  refer  to 
their  late  employers  for  their  char^ 
acter  qualifications.  Hence  arose  the 
necessity  for  sign,  token  and  word 
with  which  our  ancient  Brethren  went 
to  and  fro.  Whence  came  this  sign, 
token  and  word?  We  do  not  know.^ 
We  read  of  an  assemibly  at  York, 
926  A.D.,  of  which,  however,  no  re- 
cord remains.  But  there  must  have 
been  a  meeting  held  somewhere,  at 
which  regulations  were  adopted  which 
served  to  'bind  the  Brotherhood  to-

Also  to  make  the  pen- 
alty payment  for  delinquent  members 
to  read  $2.00  instead  of  50c  as  is  now 
the  case.  Our  cost  to  notify  the  delin- 
quent member  is  about  75c.  These 
proposed  changes  will  be  voted  on  at 
our  June  meeting.  Also  at  the  June 
meeting  the  report  from  Grand  Lodge 
will  be  given.  It  is  hoped  many  of 
our  members  will  be  present  to  help 
transact  this  business  and  hear  from 
Grand  Lodge. 

We  also  have  voted  to  have  our  By- 
Laws  printed  along  with  a  complete 
roster  and-these  mailed  to  each  mem- 
ber. These  two  ideas  we  hope  will 
make  all  members  more  familiar  with 
their  lodge  in  two  different  ways^ 
both  the  rules  and  regulations  and 
the  names  of  the  members  of  our 
lodge.

ing reading  and  we  can  recommend  it 
wholeheartedly  to  anyone  who  is  inter- 
ested in  the  ancient  history  of  the 
Craft,

Hiram,  King  of  Tyre,  assisted  Solo- 
mon in  building  the  Temple.  He  also 
lent  him  120  talents  of  gold,  equal  in 
our  money  to  about  $2,500,000.00. 

The  reason  neither  hammer,  axe 
or  any  iron  tool  was  used  in  the  build- 
ing of  Solomon's  Temple  vras  because 
the  stones  were  hewn  in  th6  quarries 
and  all  the  material  pre-fabricated  so 
perfectly  the  assembly  of  them  re- 
quired no  tinkering. — ^The  Murat  Mag- 
azine.

WHY  ARE  THE  SQUARE 

AND  COMPASSES 
INCLUDED  AMONG  THE 

WORKING  TOOLS? 
THEY  ARE  NOT  TOOLS 


You  are  right  about  their  not  being 
tools  now,  and  they  ought  rather  to  be 
called  instruments;  we  associate  them 
with  their  use  in  schools  by  geometri- 
cians and  by  draughtsmen  in  the 
offices  of  architects  and  engineers. 
But  there  was  a  time,  before  the  advent 
of  power  machinery,  when  a  mason 
thought  of  them  as  such.   There  are 
in  existence  a  large  number  of  draw- 
ings paintings,  and  sculptures  of  three 
hundred  to  a  thousand  years  ago  which 
i  present  a  Master  Mason,  and  in  the 
'  great  majority  of  them  he  is  shown 
'  carrying  a  very  large  square  in  one  arm 
I  and  with  a  pair  of  compasses  suspend- 
,  ed  from  his  girdle,  so  long  that  they 
I  reach  to  his  shoes.    They  were  thus 
large  and  heavy  because  he  carried 
'  them  with  him  to  work  along  with 
his  other  tools;  and  be  used  them 
not  on  paper,  or  for  intellectual  pur- 
poses, but  directly  on  the  stone  itself. 
While  cutting  a  large  stone  he  used 
the  level  to  test  its  angles,  lines,  and 
surfaces;  and  when  cutting  a  column, 
or  sphere,  or  arch,  applied  the  com- 
passes directly  to  the  materials.  This 
is  the  historical  origin  of  the  square 
and  compasses  as  we  have  them  in 
the  Ritual. — Masonic  Tidings.

Rite  Degrees  and  Orders.  To  assist  in 
this  campaign  the  officers  of  the  coun- 
cil submit  the  first  of  a  series  of  Art- 
icles on  York  Rite. 

YORK  RITE 

The  York  Rite  takes  its  naine  from 
the  City  of  York,  although  the  Rite 
certainly  did  not  orginate  there.  York 
is  the  county  seat  of  Yorkshire,  about 
88  miles  north  of  London,  and  it  has 
a  population  of  about  85,000.  It  is 
one  of  England's  oldest  cities  and  one 
of  the  most  famous  cities  in  the 
world.  Next  to  London,  Speculative 
Masonry's  mother  city,  it  also  is  the 
great  Masonic  city. 

The  story  of  York  is  a  mixture  of 
'fact  and  legend  and  its  fame  as  a 
Masonic  city  rests  upon  many  founda 
tions — ^by  far  too  many  to  recount 
here.  The  following,  however,  will 
be  of  interest  to  modem  York  Rite 
Masons: 

When  a  group  of  London  Lodges 
set  up  in  1751  A.D.  that  Grand 
Lodge  which  everywhere  was  to  be- 
come famous  as  the  Antient  Grand 
Lodge,  its  appeal  to  English  Masons 
(who  already  had  two  Grand  Lodges) 
-was  based  on  its  claim  to  recover  and 
preserve  "the  Antient  Customs."  These 
customs  it  attributed  to  York,  and 
therefore  it  often  called  itself,  or  was 
called  by  others,  the  York  Grand 
Lodge.  The  name  was  both  unhis 
torical  and  unofficial.  It  was  popular, 
however,  and  from  it  the  name  "York' 
passed  into  general  use. 

Canadians  of  the  Ancient  Craft 
Lodges  called  themselves  York  Ma- 
sons,  and  from  them  the  phrase  spread 
to  the  United  States  where,  in  popular 
usage,  the  three  symbolic  degrees  with 
the  degrees  of  the  Royal  Arch  Chapter 
and  the  Council,  and  the  Orders  of 
Templar  Masonry,  now  are  popularly 
called  the  York  Rite.   Most  Masonic 


pose  of  indicating  the  ladder  of  de- 
grees from  Entered  Apprentice  to 
Knights  Templar  and  thus  distin- 
guishes that  "branch"  of  Masonry 
from  the  Scottish  Rite,  it  doubtless  will 
continue  in  use  indefinitely  and  thus 
help  to  preserve  the  fame  and  name 
of  York. 

Gould  and  Hugham  (eminent  Ma- 
sonic historians)  stigmatized  this  use  of 
'York"  as  an  "Americanisnl."  Hay- 
wood asked  the  question:  "How  could 
it  be  when  it  originated  in  York  itself, 
in  the  London  Grand  Lodge  of  1751 
and  came  to  the  American  Colonies 
via  Canada?  Moreover,  it  is  only 
in  popular  and  uncritical  usage  that 
"York  Rite"  is  employed  here;  the 
doctrine  that  Freemasonry  originated 
in  York  has  not  been  officially  adopt- 
ed. Even  if  it  were,  the  usage  would 
be  still  less  an  'Americanism'  because 
it  would  be  based  on  the  Old  Charges." 

Following  issues  of  Square  and 
Compass  will  have  articles  on  Royal 
Arch,  Council  and  Templar  Masonry, 
The  officers  wish  the  companions 
that  are  ill  or  convalescing  a  speedy 
recovery.

He  said  that  four 
Lodges  with  a  total  of  250  have  been 
established  on  Formosa  since  he  es- 
caped from  the  mainland  in  1953. 

'All  are  English-speaking  Lodges," 
he  said.  "We  hope  to  start  work  soon 
on  a  meaningful  Chinese  translation 
of  the  Masonic  ritual."

On  the  Level  — 

How  is  your  Masonic  Philosophy? 
We  have  been  much  concerned  of 
late  by  what  appears  to  be  laxity  in 
our  approach  to  this.  Although  it  is 
really  not  much  different  from  any 
good  humanitarian  philosophy,  we 
are  taught  to  live  more  strictly  by 
this  philosophy — otherwise  Masonry 
doesnot  achieve  its  purpose. 

One  element  has  to  do  with  a 
forthright  attitude.  If  you  feel  your 
Brother  would  be  a  better  man  and 
Mason  if  he  received  constructive 
criticism,  it  is  not  your  privilege  to 
criticize  him — ^it  is  your  duty.  By 
the  same  token,  it  is  your  duty  not 
to  direct  your  criticism  of  him  to  a 
third  party.  This,  jperhaps,  is  one 
difference  between  a  common  philo- 
sophy and  a  Masonic  philosophy.  By 
directing  your  remarks  to  a  third 
party,  you  become  twice  guilty  of 
violating  your  masonic  obligation. 
There  is  but  one  penalty  regardless  of 
how  trivial  the  violation  may  be,  and 
though  severe,  we  should  first  con- 
cern ourselves  not  with  this,  but  rath- 
er with  the  injury  which  might  be 
suffered  by  the  wronged  party.  Then 
you  must  live  with  your  conscience.

THE  BUILDING  OF  OLD  FORT 
WAYNE  BY  ROY  WELTY,  GEN- 
ERAL CHAIRMAN  OF  RESEARCH 
AND  EDUCATION  COMMITTEE 
OF  MAUMEE  LODGE 
NO.  725  F.  &  A.  M. 

General  Anthony  Wayne,  during  his 
military  campaign,  marched  his  troops 
from  Defiance  to  Fort  Wayne  and 
arrived  at  the  Indiana  camps  here  in 
this  vicinity  on  September  17,  1794. 
On  the  following  day  the  troops  fort- 
ified their  camps  while  the  Com- 
mander in  Chief  reconnoitered  the 
ground  and  determined  a  spot  to 
build  a  fort  or  garrison.  Work  be- 
gan on  the  fort  on  September  21st, 
1794. 

On  Ooctober  19th,  Sunday,  at  10 
o'clock  the  troops  fell  in  and  marched 
by  platoons  out  of  the  square,  in 
front  of  the  garrison  and  formed  in 
line.  By  order  of  General  Anthony 
Wayne,  Reverend  David  Jones,  Chap- 
lain delivered  a  discourse  from 
Romans  the  13  th  Chapter  and  the 
first  verse:  "Let  every  soul  be  subject 
unto  tljie  higher  powers,  for  there  is 
no  power  but  God.  The  powers  that 
be  are  ordained  are  of  God." 

On  the  morning  of  the  22nd  of 
October,  1794  the  fort  was  in  readi- 
ness and  Lieutenant  Colonel  Ham- 
tramck  assumed  command  of  the 
post,  with  the  following  sub-legions: 
Captain  Kingsbury's  1st;  Captain 
Greaton's  29th;  Captains  Spark"s  and 
Reed's  3rd;  Captain  Preston's  4th; 
and  Captain  Porter's  Artillery,  and 
after  firing  fifteen  rounds  of  cannon, 
Colonel  Hamtramck  christened  tiie 
post  Fort  Wayne.  The  thunderous 
outbursts  of  cannons  saluting  the 
stars  and  strips  as  the  sound  floated 
over  the  stockade  in  the  heart  of  a 
boundless  and  lonely  forest  region. 
It  signaled  the  birth  of  the  imperial 
North  West. 

Without  doubt,  General  Anthony 
Wayne,  a  Mason;  (the  Commander 
sent  here  by  General  George  Wash- 
ington, a  Mason,)  had  among  his 
troops  officers  and  men  who  be- 
longed to  the  Masonic  Lodge.  It 
is  possible  that  meetings  of  a  travel- 
ing military  Masonic  Lodge  were 
held  here  at  this  early  time  of  Fort 
Wayne  history. 

May  we  cherish  our  early  Heritage 
of  that  day  to  the  end  that  we  may 
be  better  Masons  and  more  loyal 
Citizens  of  our  Country.

MASONIC  LANDMARKS 
IN  FORT  WAYNE 

There  are  at  least  three  cornerstones 
which  help  to  tell  the  story  of  Free 
Masonry  in  the  History  of  Fort 
Wayne. 

There  are  two  of  these  of  which 
most  Masons  are  aware.  One  is  in 
the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral  which 
was  laid  by  the  M.W.  Grand  Lodge 
on  September  29,  1908;  just  fifty 
years  ago. 

The  newest  of  these  is  in  the  Ma- 
sonic Temple.  It  was  laid  just  thirty- 
five  years  ago  by  the  M.W.  Grand 
Lodge  F.  &  A.M. 

By  far  the  most  ancient  was  laid 
more  than  a  century  ago.  On  May  1, 
1861,  the  cornerstone  which  now 
rests  in  the  East  wall  of  the  Allen 
County  Court  House  was  laid  by  Sol 
D.  Bayless  together  with  Michael  How 
and  John  S.  Hafter,  County  Commis- 
sioners. 

No  doubt  you  are  aware  of  other 
incidents  or  things  which  are  pertinent 
to  the  history  of  our  order  in  Fort 
Wayne.  Please  inform  your  Master 
of  these  so  that  all  may  know.

"The  true  rule,  in  determining  to 
embrace  or  reject  anything,  is  not 
whether  it  has  any  evil  in  it,  but 
whether  it  has  more  of  evil  than  of 
good." 

The  foregoing  quotation  caused  the 
wheels  to  turn  again  as  applied  to 
Masonry.  Now  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  Masonry  contains  no  evil. 
At  no  point  in  Masonic  work  can  we 
find  any  evil.  However,  we  must 
recognize  the  fact  that  Masonry  is 
more  than  a  near  perfect  philosophy 
— it  is  also  an  organization.  An  or- 
ganization of  people  who  are  not  per- 
fect. Thus  we  find  the  rule  becomes 
applicable  to  Masonry. 

You  may  have  noted  that  there 
have  been  a  fewer  number  of  candi- 
dates in  recent  months  for  the 
Masonic  degrees  as  well  as  for  work 
in  bodies  which  have  attached  them- 
selves to  Masonry.  This  has  been 
attributed  to  almost  everything  from 
economic  conditions  to  the  multitude 
of  activities  to  which  everyone  is 
committed.  Neither  of  these  is  much 
more  than  rationalization.  You  have 
noted  (extremes  excepted)  that  John 
Public  buys  what  he  wants  most  and 
he  finds  time  to  do  the  things  he 
really  wants  to  do.  Could  it  be  that 
he  observed  more  of  our  evil  than 
our  good? 

We  all  know  that  every  Mason 
embodies  many  more  good  character- 
istics than  evil,  but  the  rest  of  the 
vvorld  may  not  know  it.  The  man 
on  the  street  sees  or  hears  of  our 
petty  differences  and  may  assume 
that  Masonry  is  not  as  good  for  the 
character  as  it  is  supposed  to  be. 
Perhaps  we  should  subtly  emphasize 
our  good  characteristics  so  that  he 
may  observe  them  too.

Highest  Masonic  Office 

What  is  the  highest  Masonic  office 
which  a  Mason  can  hold?  The  answer 
to  this  must  always  be  a  matter  of 
opinion.  But  (perhaps  through  egot- 
ism, because  he  once  held  the  office 
in  a  small  country  lodge,  twenty-five 
years  ■  ago)  the  writer  has  always 
thought  that  to  be  Worshipful  Master 
of  a  Blue  Lodge  is  one  of  the  highest 
honors  which  can  come  to  a  Mason. 

What  does  it  take  to  be  a  good 
Master?  Some  things  wo  without  say- 
ing. The  Master  should  know  all  parts 
of  the  work  and  know  them  well.  He 
should  be  able  to  preside;  he  should 
be  able  to  make  a  fairly  good  speech, 
either  prepared  or  extemporaneous. 
He  should  be  able  to  welcome  visitors, 
formally  or  informally,  and  to  make 
them  feel  at  home.  He  should  be 
able  to  talk  to  the  highest  dignitary 
without  subservience  and  to  meet 
the  most  humble  and  timid  Mason 
in  such  a  way  as  to  enhance  that 
man's  personal  dignity  and  self-re- 
spect. 

These  are  some  of  the  more  obvious 
requirements  for  a  man  to  hold 
properly  the  office  of  Worshipful 
Master,  but  what  else  is  required? 
It  has  always  seemed  to  the  writer 
that  what  the  Master  needs  most  of 
all,  aside  from  the  help  of  God,  is 
mature  judgement  or,  more  specifical- 
ly, what  our  lawyer  friends  call 
judicial  temperament. 

Judicial  temperament  is  hard  to 
define,  except  to  say  that  it  is  the 
very  oppfosite  of  impulsive  partisan- 
ship. It  means  the  rare  ability  to 
start  the  solution  of  any  human 
problem  with  a  clear  and  unpre- 
judiced mind,  but  not  a  blank  mind. 
Tt  tneans  the  patience  to  hear  all  the 
evidence  plus,  usually,  a  great  deal 
of  evidence  which  is  beside- the  point. 
Tt  means  the  power  to  discriminate 
between  what  is  important  and  what 
is  not.  Above  all  things,  it  means  the 
ability  to  withhold  judgment  until  all 
the  facts  are  disclosed,  and  then  to 
render  and  enforce  justice  with  no  re- 
gard whatever  to  the  personalities  in- 
volved, including  one's  own. 

This  quality  is  rare.  Frankly  the 
writer  did  not  have  it  when  he  was 
Master,  and  may  never  have  it.  But  it 
is  a  quality  which  the  Master  of 
every  Lodge  should  have,  for  sound 
reasons. 

Masons  are  human.  Among  any 


group  of  people  working  together 
some  controversy  is  almost  sure  to 
arise.  In  the  Lodge  some  of  these 
disputes  will  relate  to  Masonry,  some 
of  them  will  relate  to  other  things, 
rightly  or  wrongly,  the  Master  will 
hear  about  most  of  these  disputes,  to 
some  degree.  He  should  be  able  to  de- 
cide quickly  which  are  Masonic  busi- 
ness and  which  are  not  Masonic 
business. 

He  should  never  take  sides  in  any 
dispute,  not  even  when  he  is  privately 
convinced  that  one  side  is  completely 
wrong.  The  Master's  primary  purpose 
is  to  promote  harmony,  not  to  win  a 
victory  over  his  brethren.  He  is,  above 
all  things,  their  impartial  arbiter,  their 
peacemaker,  and  it  is  only  by  adopting 
this  attitude  that  he  can  be  worthy  of 
the  respect  which  led  to  his  election  in 
the  first  place. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  the  Mas- 
ter should  be  something  of  a  "work- 
horse," willing  to  put  in  long  hours 
of  overtime  with  no  compensation 
whatever  except  the  satisfaction  of 
serving  his  Brethren.  We  once  heard 
a  man  in  high  office  say:  "In  all  my 
career,  I  have  tried  never  to  seek  a 
Masonic  honor;  and  I  have  tried, 
with  equal  diligence,  never  to  shirk 
a  Masonic  duty."  We  feel  this  is  the 
proper  attitude  for  every  Mason  to 
take! 

Just  as  the  Master  must  be  a  de- 
voted work-horse  for  one  year,  so 
must  he  have  a  family,  friends  and 


business  associates  who  will  under- 
stand the  necessity  of  his  neglecting 
them  at  times,  for  the  sake  of  his 
Lodge. 

Mastership  is  a  position  of  high 
authority.  As  one  Mason  put  it,  "We 
elect  an  autocrat  for  one  year."  It  is 
also  a  position  of  great  responsibility 
which  many  men  would  shrink  from 
assuming.  If  a  Blue  Lodge  or  any 
other  Masonic  body  elects  you  to  any 
office,  you  are  probably  qualified  for 
that  office.  Perhaps  the  Lord  may 
also  have  a  vote  in  such  elections. 
"And  what  doth  the  Lord  require  of 
thee,  but  to  do  justly,  and  to  love 
mercy  and  to  walk  humbly  with  God." 
— The  New  Age.

MANY  VARIANCES 
IN  THE  DEGREES 

Freemasonry  is  not  the  same  in 
all  countries.  Even  the  three  degrees 
of  ancient  craft,  while  similar  in  the 
main,  present  many  varieties  of  de- 
tail from  jurisdiction  to  jurisdiction, 
and  still  more  from  country  to  coun- 
try. 

When  we  come  to  the  degrees  be- 
yond the  third  we  find  still  greater 
differences.  These  indeed  are  so 
marked  that  they  have  given  Tise  to  a 
distinct  form  of  Masonry  known  as 
"Rites."  Thus  we  have  among  others 
the  Swedish  Rite  of  nine  degrees 
which  exists  in  Sweden;  the  "York 
Rite"  of  ten  degrees,  which  Albert 


MASONIC  LANDMARKS 
IN  FORT  WAYNE

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Ac- 
cepted Masons  of  the  State  of  Indiana 
has  appointed  a  Committee  on 
Masonic  Education  to  create  and  pub- 
lish a  Masonic  Road  Map  of  Indiana. 
This  committee  has  sent  a  communi- 
cation to  every  Worshipful  Master 
of  each  Masonic  Lodge  of  this  State, 
asking  for  assistance  in  making  the 
Masonic  Tour  Map  of  our  State. 

The  House  Committee  of  the  Fort 
Wayne  Masonic  Temple  has,  by  order 
of  Ralph  Johnson,  Chairman,  offered 
their  assistance  in  getting  information 
from  the  Masons  who  are  members  of 
Lodges  that  meet  in  the  Temple.  The 
Committee  has  also  offered  to  assist 
the  Masonic  Education  Committee  of 
Maumee  Lodge  No.  725,  F.  &  A.M. 
We  gratefully  accept  their  offer. 

We  hope  every  related  Masonic 
organization  of  the  Fort  Wayne 
Masonic  Temple  will  aid  the  project 
by  seeing  that  incidents  or  facts  which 
are  known  and  pertinent  to  the  history 
of  our  order  in  Fort  Wayne,  will  be 
reported  to  the  House  Committee  of 
the  Temple. 

These  facts  will  be  correlated  by 
the  House  Committee  and  will  be 
forwarded  to  the  State  Committtee 
on  Masonic  Education.  We  urge  every 
Mason  in  our  City  to  aid  us  in  helping 
to  creat  the  Masonic  Tour  Map  of 
Indiana. 

One  of.  the  outstanding  landmarks 
of  our  order  is  the  Old  Fort  of  our 
city.  It  was  in  the  Old  Fort  in  1823 
that  Wayne  Lodge  No.  25,  F.  &. 
A.  M.  was  organized  by  General  John 
Tipton.  The  Old  Fort  was  at  the  Con- 
fluence of  the  three  rivers,  the  St. 
Marys,  St.  Joe  and  the  Maumee.  Gen- 
eral Tipton,  the  last  Indian  Agent  of 
Fort  Wayne,  was  a  Revolutionary 
War  General,  he  was  also  a  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons  of  the  State  of 
Indiana.  It  has  been  one  hunderd  and 
thirty-five  years  since  Wayne  Lodge 
came  into  being  and  its  history  has 
been  a  part  of  the  history  and  story 
of  Fort  Wayne.  The  leaders-  of  Wayne 
Lodge  have  been  in  many  instances 
leaders  in  the  development  of  our 
city. 


Pike  termed  the  "American  Rite," 
because  it  is  practically  confined  to 
the  United  States;  and  the  "Egyption" 
or  "Rite  of  MisraLm"  with  its  ninety- 
six  degrees  which  the  Italian  Caglio- 
stro  devised  in  the  last  century,  but 
which  has  never  gained  a  substantial 
foothold  in  any  country.  The  Ancient 
and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  which, 
by  the  way,  has  nothing  to  do  with 
the  Masonry  of  Scotland  but  origin- 
ated in  France,  might  more  accurate- 
ly be  called  the  Latin  Rite  for  it  re- 
flects the  artistic  tinge  and  philosoph- 
ical caste  of  the  Latin  mind.  — 
Chicago  Scottish  Rite  Magazine. 
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ON  THE  LEVEL  — 

We  have  had  much  discussion  in 
recent  weeks  concerning  the  relation- 
ship of  Masons  and  Masonry  to 
politics  and  politicians.  There  seems 
to  be  an  almost  universal  miscon- 
ception of  what  we  consider  the 
proper  relationship. 

It  is  readily  conceded  that  Masonry 
as  such  wants  no  part  of  politics  as 
it  relates  to  governing  our  society.  In 
other  words,  we  want  never  to  be  ac- 
cused as  a  group  of  making  an  at- 
tempt to  influence  legislation  or  the 
execution  of  legislation.  However,  in 
our  attempts  to  remain  completely 
neutral,  we  often  approach  an  extreme 
attitude  that  is  detrimental  to  our 
entire  society. 

In  our  attempts  to  be  broadminded 
we  often  slip  to  a  "nominded"  atti- 
tude. Therefore,  those  who  express  a 
preference  for  one  platform  or  an- 
other for  selfish  reasons  are  more 
right  than  we  are.  At  least,  they  have 
some  opinion. 

As  soon  as  we  realize  that  each 
candidate  is  a  manufacturer  of  ideas 
and  opinions  for  the  formulation  or 
execution  of  legislation  which  can  best 
serve  the  welfare  of  the  majority  of 
our  society,  we  will  be  in  a  position 
to  approach  the  forthcoming  election 
intelligently. 

If  you  fail  to  anlyze  the  products 
for  sale  in  this  election  (and  succeed- 
ing elections),  if  you  fail  to  buy  the 
one  which  will  do  the  best  job  by 
voting  unintelligently  or  not  at  all, 
then  you  may  one  day  find  that  you 
have  been  responsible  for  having  al- 
lowed our  society  to  become  a 
totalitarian  state  controlling  your 
activities.  Would  you  like  to  have 
governmental  control  of  freemasonry?

"Enthusiasm  is  the  approach  to 
victory.  The  ideal  of  Freedom  is 
your  heritage. 

"Will  you  niarch  forward  under 
the  proud  banner  of  Masonry  ever 
conscious  of  your  heritage,  or  will  you 
stand  by  until  the  forces  that  enslave 
the  minds  and  souls  of  men  engulf  all 
that  Masons  gave  to  insure  our  Ameri- 
can freedom?" 
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THE  CUP  OF  BROTHERLY  I 
LOVE— THE  HOLY  GRAIL ' 
OF  FREEMASONRY  .  ! 


From  an  article  by  Ralph  E,  Miller, 
Evans  Lodge  No.  54,  F.  &  A.  M., 
Evanston,  Illinois,  sent  to  the  Square 
and  Compass  for  publication. 

Deep  in  the  heart  of  Masonry  there 
is  an  awareness  of  kinship  with  fellow 
man,  past,  present,  future,  the  world 
around;  held  together  through  bonds 
of  experience  expressed  in  art,  litera- 
ture, music,  architecture,  in  the 
legends  of  old,  yea,  even  the  legends 
of  all  countries  from  the  beginning 
of  time. 

Wholly  apart  from  the  usual 
symbolic  teachings  of  Masonry,  it 
was  discovered  that  the  many  legends 
of  the  Holy  Grail  embody  important 
light  and  relationship  that  thinking 
Masons  would  readily  recognize  to- 
day. Believing  that  there  is  a  con- 
tinuing Quest — that  the  Grail  is  still 
a  living  force:  a  force  that  will  never 
die  as  long  as  men  live — that  herein 
is  a"  theme  of  vital  inspiration — and 
specifically  aware  that  there  is  a  need 
and  a  ready  desire  of  men  of  all 
nations  to  recognize  that  basically 
they  are  brothers — a  Past  Master 
(1923)  of  Evans  Lodge  No.  524, 
A.F.«&A.M.,  Evanston,  Illinois,  en- 
visioned a  meaningful  and  lasting  way 
of  commemorating  the  raising  of  his 
own  son  to  the  Sublime  Degree  of 
Master  Mason.  This  was  Worshipful 
Brother  Norman  B.  Hickox,  a  deep- 
thinking,  distinguished  M  a  s  lo  n  i  c 
scholar,  and  author  fo  The  Twelve 
Treasured  Tomes  of  Freemasonry, 
The  Masters  Lectures,  and  a  number 
of  short  and  dynamic  Masonic  arti- 
cles. 

The  Holy  Grail  .  .  .  Masonic  Light 
...  the  Eternal  Quest  ...  the  Father- 
hool  of  God  and  the  Brotherhood 
of  Man!  It  was  most  natural  that  all 
these  should  fuse  together  in  the 
mind  of  Brother  Hickox,  and  to  think 
of  his  Masonry  in  terms  of  the  Holy 
GRAIL  of  Old.  Through  this  in- 
spiration a  beautiful  Cup  of  Brotherly 
Love  was  wondrously  and  beautifully 
wrought  of  sterling  silver  and  over- 
laid by  members  of  the  Craft. 

At  the  base  of  the  goblet  are  found 
the  lily-work,  net-work  and  pome- 
granates so  familiar  to  all  Free- 
masons. Around  the  outer  lip  are  in- 


scribed  the  twelve  zodiacal  signs, 
each  within  its  own  triple  circle,  and 
which  together  make  up  the  great 
Celestial  Circle.  An  added  circle  of 
All-Seeing  Eyes  above,  and  a  ring  of 
emblems,  including  the  Square  and 
Compass,  below,  complete  a  Grand 
Circle  of  three.  Underneath  this 
Grand  Ring  are  a  trinity  of  rings,  or 
circles,  forming  an  upper  border  for 
the  space  the  lily-work,  in  which  may 
be  found  familiar  Masonic  symbols 
together  with  other  figures  of  ancient 
use  and  meaning,  handed  down  to 
us  from  time  immemorial.  Within 
the  lip  of  the  cup  and  completely 
encircling  it  is  engraved  in  old  Anglo- 
Saxon  script  the  command,  "Drmk 
you  from  this  cup  of  brotherly  love." 
With  this  inscription  included  as  a 
ring,  the  piece  becomes  a  "seven- 
ringed  cup"  such  as  those  of  the 
Legends  were  encircled. 

On  the  evening  of  the  seventh  day 
of  the  ninth  month  of  the  year  1929, 
A.  L.  5929,  after  the  raising  of  his 
son,  this  beautiful  CUP  was  formally 
presented  to  his  Lodge  by  Brother 
Hickox,  and  with  it,  to  all  Master 
Masons  present,  was  given  a  small 
book  of  his  own  authorship,  "The 
Glorious  Mystery."  This  book  out- 
lined the  interweaving  of  myth  and 
tradition  of  the  Holy  Grails  of  many 
races  and  countries,  and  expresses  a 
basic  and  universal  need  and  yearning 
of  all  men  which  results  in  their  con- 
tinuing quest. 


So  broad  the  thought,  so  deep  its 
meaning,  and  so  high  its  hope,  it 
was  invitable  and  natural  that  this 
fellowship,  symbolized  in  this  CUP, 
should  be  shared  wherever  there 
is  Masonry  even  unto  the  ends  of  the 
earth.  Why  not  send  it  around  the 
world,  that  Masons  in  every  part  of 
the  Globe  might  participate  and  echo 
the  universality  of  this,  the  Message 
of  Freemasonry?  Thus,  to  accompany 
the  CUP,  and  that  all  might  know 
the  pure  principles  symbolized  in  this 
modern  Masonic  Holy  Grail,  a  Book 
of  Travel  was  made  to  record  its 
histric  journey.  On  the  first  pages  is 
a  proclamation  addressed  to  each 
Host  Lodge  and  all  Brethren,  express- 
ing greetings,  bidding  them  to  pass  it 
"from  hand  to  hand  and  from  lip  to 
lip  in  the  Ancient  Manner;"  inviting 
them  to  "Inscribe  upon  its  golden 
surface  as  you  choose,  your  Name 
Time  and  Place  in  the  Endless  Circle 
of  Travel,  and  write  upon  a  Page  in 
the  Book  such  Message  as  you  con- 
sider appropriate."  As  the  CUP  and 
the  BOOK  traveled  on  their  way  this 
message  was  beautifully  inscribed  in 
the  Book  in  seven  foreign  languages, 
adding  to  the  theme  of  imiversality. 

Beginning  its  World  Journey,  and 
to  travel  always  from  the  West  to 
the  East,  in  the  hands  of  a  Master 
Mason,  this  Cup  of  Brotherly  Love 
was  befittingly  dedicated  and  con- 
secrated, and  on  the  evening  of  No- 
vember 19,  1929,  the  oldest  living 


Past  Master  of  Evans  Lodge  (a  dis- 
tinguished and  worthy  Brother  who 
had  presided  in  the  East  in  1886), 
Worshipful  Brother  Lewis  B.  Springer 
accompanied  by  Worshipful  Brother 
Norman  B.  Hickox,  the  donor,  took 
the  CUP  to  Ashlar  Lodge  No.  308, 
Chicago,  starting  a  long  itinerary  of 
unusual  times  and  interesting  places. 
More  than  150  Host  Lodges  officiairy 
received  it,  not  including  many,  many 
other  Masonic  Lodges  which  visited 
these  Host  Lodges  and  participated 
in  the  fellowship  of  its  purpose  of 
spreading  Brotherly  Love  and  Affec- 
tion. Only  the  All-Seeing  Eye  could 
record  the  thousands  of  brethren  of 
every  country  and  clime  who  have 
used  this  CUP,  reciprocating,  repeat- 
ing, and  renewing  its  wondrous  mean- 
ing. 

From  Ashlar  Lodge  No.  308,  in 
Chicago,  the  CUP  visited  a  total  of 
nineteen  New  York  Lodges,  and  was 
there  placed  aboard  the  steamship 
S.  S.  Caledonia  for  Scotland,  where 
seventeen  Lodges  participated  in  the 
ancient  rites  of  Fellowship.  In  1955 
it  was  sent  aboard  the  S.  S.  Voltaire 
to  the  Western  Mediterranean  area, 
thence  to  Gibraltar  and  Malta.  In  late 
1936  it  went  to  Palestine  and  the 
environs  of  Jerusalem,  the  "birth- 
place" of  Masonic  tradition  and 
legend. 

From  Jerusalem  on  to  Bagdad  in 
Iraq,  thence  to  Punjab  in  British 
India  where  the  CUP  sojourned  in  the 
famous  "Hope  and  Perseverance 
Lodge  No.  78,"  Mother  Lodge  of 
Masonry's  Poet-Laureate,  -Rudyard 
KipHng:  then  on  to  Calcutta  and  other 
Indian  Lodges,  provincial  Grand 
Lodges,  and  Lodges  under  all  the 
several  Constitutions  serving  that  far- 
flung  province. 

Leaving  India  from  Ceylon  in  June 
1944,  just  after  the  low  ebb  of  the 
Allied  Cause  in  World  War  II,  the 
CUP  next  arrived  in  Western  Aus- 
tralia: Victoria,  New  South  Wales, 
Queensland;  then  to  New  Zealand, 
where  it  remained  until  late  April 
1953  waiting  for  the  turmoils  of  war 
to  subside,  finally  to  resume  its  home- 
ward journey  by  way  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  California. 

After  being  presented  at  several 
California  Lodges  it  was  taken  to  the 
72nd  annual  communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Arizona,  F.  &  A.  M., 
held  at  Douglas,  Arizona  in  April 
of  1954.  The  Book  of  Travel  shows 
its  reception  in  several  of  theArizona 
Lodges,  and  after  again  spreading 
affection  and  good  will  it  was  brought 
to  Albert  Pike  Lodge  No.  714,  Little 
Rock,  Arkansas  via  Lodges  in  New 
Mexico  and  Oklahoma  to  Missouri 
Lodge  No.  1,  St.  Louis,  where  it 
awaited  its  journey  back  home  to 
Evans  Lodge  No.  524,  Evanston,  111., 
on  Saturday,  May  24,  this  year.  The 
CUP  of  Brotherly  Love  and  the 
accompanying  Book  of  Travel  was 
brought  by  motor  cavalcade  from  St. 
Louis,  Missouri,  led  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  Officers  of  Missouri  and  the

SOL  D.  BAYLESS  PLAYED  LARGE 
PART  IN  CITY'S  EARLY  LIFE 
LODGE  BEARING  HIS  NAME 
HONORED  HIS  MEMORY  AT 
JUBILEE  ON  SATURDAY 
MAY  29,  1916. 

Sol  D.  Bayless,  whose  memory  was 
honojed  at  the  diamond  jubilee  cele- 
bration of  the  Sol  D.  Bayless  Lodge, 
No.  359,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons, 
was  not  only  a  prominent  Mason  of 
Indiana  and  the  Midwest,  but  also 
was  one  of  the  leading  figures  in 
Fort  Wayne's  social,  business  and 
civic  life. 

Born  in  Butler  County,  Ohio,  De- 
cember 5,  1814,  he  was  made  a  Mason 
in  Franklin  Lodge  No.  14,  at  Troy, 
Ohio  and  served  as  its  worshipful 
master  in  1845. 

Coming  to  Fort  Wayne  in  1849, 
his  genial  manners,  civic  conscious- 
ness and  fine  abilities  in  diversified 
civic  and  business  fields  soon  won  him 
a  leading  position  among  Fort 
Wayne's  foremost  citizens  of  that  day. 

His  association  with  Fort  Wayne 
Masonic  history  began  with  his  affili- 
ation with  Wayne  Lodge,  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  of  which  he  served 
as  master  in  1861,  62,  63,  64  and 
1873.  From  1857  to  1859,  he  served 
as  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Ma- 
sonic Lodge  of  Indiana. 

Sol  D.  Bayless  became  nationally 
prominent  in  Masonic  circles  in  1864 
when  he  served  as  Most  Excellent 
High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 
Royal  Arch  Masons.  He  also  served 
in  a  national  capacity  as  Most  Illus- 
trious Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Council,  Knights  Templar,  at  the 
time  Fort  Wayne  Commandery  No.  4 
Knights  Templar,  was  founded. 

At  various  times  he  served  as  head 
of  all  the  various  Masonic  groups 
of  Fort  Wayne  and  of  the  State  of 
Indiana. 

Sol  D.  Bayless  was  the  Federal 
Government's  first  pension  agent  for 
the  Fort  Wayne  District,  was  an  at- 
torney of  note  and  also  played  an 
important  part  in  the  early  real  estate 
development  of  this  city.  He  also 
served  as  Fort  Wayne  postmaster, 
was  president  of  some  of  Fort  Wayne's 
early  banks  and  a  leader  in  many 
industrial   and  commercial  projects. 

One  of  his  many  acts  as  a  leader 
in  the  community  took  place  May  1, 
1861,  when  he  laid  the  corner  stone 
of  the  old  Allen  County  Court  House 
with  Masonic  ceremonies. 

This  stone  in  its  entirity,  and  bear- 
uig  the  original  inscription,  now  oc- 
cupies a  fitting  and  prominent  place 
in  the  solid  east  wall,  found  in  the 
interior  of  the  present  County  Court 
House. 

His  beautiful  brick  residence  at 
the  south  east  corner  of  Wayne  and 
Clinton  Streets  was  for  many  years 
one  of  the  residential  show  places  of 
the  city. 

He  died  May  30th.  1875,  and  his 
funeral  was  held  Sunday,  June  6, 
1875,  after  the  body  had  lain  in 
state  for  one  week  to  afford  the 
thousands  of  Masons  of  state-wide  and 
national  prominence,  as  well  as  the 
people  of  Fort  Wayne  an  opportunity 
to  pay  tribute  at  his  bier. 

Referring  to  the  funeral  of  Sol 
D.  Bayless.  the  Fort  Wayne  Sentinel 
declared  that  "It  was  the  grandest 
Masonic  pageant  ever  witnessed  in 
Indiana  and  probably  the  finest  ever 
seen  in  the  West." 

The  Seventy-fifth  anniversary  of 
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the  founding  of  Sol  D.  Bayless  Lodge 
was  observed  with  a  banquet  and 
elaborate  ritualistic  ceremonies  at  the 
Masonic  Temple.  A  degree  staff  of 
116  from  Humboldt  Lodge  No.  476, 
of  Columbus,  "Ohio,  came  to  Fort 
Wayne  to  exemplify  the  anniversary 
ritualistic  work,  which  began  at  1:30 
p.m.  and  the  Anniversary  Banquet 
was  held  at  6:30  p.m. 

Sol.  D.  Bayless  was  a  civic  minded 
mason  positive  in  his  views  but  con- 
siderate and  courteous  in  expressing 
them.  He  was  a  great  leader  in  Fort 
Wayne  made  so  by  his  simplicity, 
lionesty  and  sterling  character.

True,  they  maintain  them- 
selves in  good  standing,  but  they  take 
no  active  interest  in  the  growth  and 
progress  of  Masonry  and  in  applica- 
tion of  its  principles  that  men  may 
become  better  than  themselves  and 
contribute  something  for  the  uplift 
of  mankind. 

The  real  Mason  takes  an  active 
interest  in  spreading  the  gospel  of 
Masonry.

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MASTER  MUST  DIRECT, 
NOT  RULE  HIS  LODGE 

A  Mason's  laudable  ambition 
should  be  the  mastership  of  his  Lodge, 
for  it  is  a  great  honour  to  be  a 
ruler  in  a  Masonic  Lodge.  The  in- 
dividual who  fails  to  gain  some  use- 
ful lesson  as  a  result  of  serving  a  term 
as  a  Master  is,  indeed,  strange.  We 
know  of  no  better  position  than  that 
of  a  mastership  of  a  Lodge  for  a  per- 
son desirous  of  becoming  acquainted 
with  the  proper  conduct  of  meetings. 

The  Master  who  du-ects  his  Lodge 
rather  than  rules  it,  is  far  more  likely 
to  be  successful  than  he  vvho  attempts 
to  govern  it.  It  may  be  jpossible  for 
the  newly-installed  Master  to  en- 
deavour to  direct  his  Lodge  before 
aspiring  to  rule  it.  In  the  former  case, 
the  personal  element  of  the  Master 
comes  much  more  to  the  front  than 
in  the  latter.  We  can  say  with  con- 
fidence that  the  members  of  the  Lodge 
will  be  far  more  ready  to  fall  in  with 
the  directions  of  their  Worshipful 
Master  than  to  obey  a  Brother  who 
over-estimates  the  power  with  which 
he  is  invested,  and  thus  makes  him- 
self an  autocrat. 

A  Master  cannot  afford  to  be  too 
autocratic  in  his  bearings.  If  he  is 
genial  in  his  conduct  towards  the 
Brethren,  and  sincere  in  his  work,  he 
will  doubtless  win  their  approval  and 
by  so  doing  is  bound  to  have  both  a 
successful  and  harmonious  year  in  his 
Lodge.

DANIEL 

(A  Character  in  Masonic  Lore) 
By  GEO.  E.  LINDSTROM,  32° 

Daniel  was  the  fourth  of  the  great 
prophets  and  was  known  to  be  a 
prince  of  the  royal  family  and  train- 
ed there.  He  probably  lived  in  Susa. 

The  prophet  was  delivered  from 
the  lion's  den  at  the  accession  of 
Cyrus  and  was  then  made  a  eunuch  in 
the  palace  of  the  King  of  Bablon, 
rose  to  be  chief  of  the  wise  men  and 
ruler  of  the  whole  province  of  Bablon 
and  chief  of  the  governors. 

He  was  carried  away  captive  at  the 
age  of  twelve  to  eighteen,  in  the 
fourth  year  of  Jehoiakim  (eight  years 
before  Ezekiel.) 

He  interpreted  Nebuchadnezzar's 
dream  in  603B.C.  Ten  years  later  he 
interpreted  the  king's  second  dream 
and  acted  as  viceroy  during  the  seven 
years  of  the  king's  madness. 

Daniel  lived  in  retirement  during 
the  reign  of  Belshazzar,  who  prefer- 
red younger  counsellors  until  the  writ- 
ing on  the  wall,  when  he  was  re- 
called in  538  B.C.  His  former  ser- 
vices were  so  greatly  appreciated  by 
the  monarch  that  he  was  promoted  to 
the  highest  post  of  the  government  by 
Darius  which  he  attained  under  Cy- 
rus 536  B.C.,  serving  under  three  dy- 


sian. 

He  wrote  two  distinct  books  of  the 
Bible,  he  first  version  occurred  in 
the  first  year  of  Belshazzar  B.C.  555; 
the  second  in  533;  the  third  in  the 
first  year  of  Darius  538,  and  the  last 
in  the  third  year  of  Cyrus  534  B.C. 

Daniel  did  not  accompany  the  Jews 
back  to  Jerusalem  after  the  seventy 
years  of  captivity,  but  remained  in 
exile  and  died  at  the  age  of  ninety 
years.  Daniel  was  called  Belteshazzar 
by  the  Chaldeans,  and  was  descended 
from  David.  With  his  three  compan- 
ions, Hananiah,  Mishael  and  Azariah, 
he  was  invited  to  reside  at  Nebuchad- 
nezzar's court,  where  he  received  a 
suitable  education  and  made  great 
progress  in  all  the  sciences  of  Chal- 
deans.

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THE  TREE 
PUBLIC  SCHOOL 

Dr.  Willard  E.  Givens,  32%  K.C.H., 
Director  of  Education,  House  of  the 
Temple,  Washington,  D.  C.,  writes  in 
the  August  issue  of  "The  New  Age", 
the  official  publication  for  the  Su- 
preme Council  33°,  Ancient  and  Ac- 
cepted Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry 
Southern  Jurisdiction  United  States 
of  America,  the  following  on  The 
Public  School: 

We  sometimes  hear  the  allegation 
that  our  free  public  schools  are  God- 
less because  formal  religious  rites 
are  not  conducted  or  religious  instruc- 
tions given.  What  makes  a  school 
Godly?  -The  presence  of  religious 
symbols  in  the  school?  The  recitation 
of  religious  creeds?  The  reading  of 
scriptures?  The  singing  of  hyms?  The 
offering  of  prayer  Such  things  are 
only  formal  expressions  of  religion 
and  their  omission  from  the  school 
does  not  expel  the  Eternal  God  from 
our  schools.  No  public  school  is  God- 
less as  long  as  love  and  mercy,  truth 
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and  honesty,  purity  and  justice,  obedi- 
ence and  discipline  are  honored  and 
exalted.  No  public  school  is  Godless 
as  long  as  teachers  and  students  re- 
vere God  and  respect  human  life  as 
sacred.  God  dwells  in  the  hearts  of 
men  and  as  long  as  we  have  teachers 
and  children  in  our  schools  who  re- 
vere God,  our  schools  cannot  be 
Godless  even  though  formal  religious 
practices  are  banned  from  the  public 
schools. 

"The  next  time  you  pass  a  public 
school,  pause  a  moment  to  think  what 
that  school  means  to  humanity.  Re- 
call the  long,  dark  centuries  when 
the  masses  were  kept  in  ignorance, 
when  greed  and  oppression  ruled  the 
world  with  an  iron  hand.  From  the 
very  beginning  of  man's  struggle  for 
knowledge,  and  the  recognition  of 
his  inalienable  rights,  the  public  school 
has  been  his  greatest  ally.  We  refer 
to  the  public  school  as  "common" 
because  it  belongs  to  us  all.  It  is  our- 
selves working  together  to  meet  a 
universal  need.  But  is  a  most  im- 
common  intitudon.  It  is  relatively 
new.  It  is  our  country's  greatest  gift 
to  civilization.  Throughout  the  world, 
among  upward  struggling  peoples, 
wherever  parents  share  in  the  aspira- 
tions of  their  children,  the  American 
pubUc  school  is  being  copied.  Let  us 
keep  our  free,  tax-supported  public 
schools  strong."

THE  HISTORIC  DEATH 
OF  JAQUES  eMOLAY 

On  a  midsummer  evening  I  ap- 
proached the  main  entrance  of  that 
great  medieval  cathedral,  Notre 
Dame.  It  is  located  on  an  island  in 
the  Seine  river  in  the  city  of  Paris. 
I  viewed  the  church  from  all  sides 
and  was  impressed  with  its  immensity 
and  beauty.  Much  history  surrounds 
it;  history  which  is  otherwise.  Return- 
ing to  the  front  of  that  edifice  I  stood 
upon  the  steps  and  looked  away 
from  the  church.  The  picture  of  the 
burning  at  the  stake  of  Jaques  De- 
Molay  came  into  my  mind  because 
that  infamo'us  incident  took  place  in 
front  of  Notre  Dame.  Lessons,  im- 
pressive teachings  may  be  ours  from 
that  significant  incident.  Its  implica- 
tions still  remain.  Jaques  DeMolay 
was  guilty  of  adhering  to  principles 
which  men  to  this  day  revere  and  re- 
spect, and  he  died  a  painful  death, 
martyr  to  those  principles.  He  was 
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promised  immunity  if  he  would  but 
reveal,  and  he  was  not  unmindful  of 
the  treachery  of  those  Church-State 
officials.  He  chose  death  and  dea^ 
came  to  him  at  the  entrance  of  one 
of  the  world's  famous  cathedrals. 
Dwell  upon  that  incident,  brethren; 
it  is  as  significant  as  ever.  Its  implica- 
tions are  as  vivid  and  far-reaching 
today  as  they  were  then.  —  By  George

While  there  is  no  obgligation  on 
the  part  of  the  master  to  travel 
farther,  he  should  at  least  keep  from 
putting  himself  in  the  ridiculous  posi- 
tion of  seeming  to  assume  that  he 
knows  all  there  is  to  know  about 
Masonry.

;'  On  Saturday,  May  2nd,  Leo  Lodge 
will  celebrate  their  Centennial.  Plan- 
ning Committees  have  already  been 
appointed  and  are  working  diligently 
i  to  make  this  great  event  one  of  the 
'  most  outstanding  ones  in  the  Lodge's 
history. 

All  Masons  will  join  in  the  con- 
gratulations which  are  due  Leo  Lodge 
in  achieving  this  historic  landmark. 


There  is  but  one  well  authenticated 
case  of  a  woman  entering  the  Ma- 
sonic fraternity.  This  is  the  Intitation 
of  Elizabeth  St.  Leger,  known  better 
as  Lady  AJdworth. 

The  event  is  mentioned  in  the  latest 
Poole  Revision  of  Gould's  History 
of  Freemasonry,  and  even  here,  little 
is  told  of  the  manner  of  her  entry. 
The  colume  tells  of  the  printing  of 
the  Irish  Constituiio^,  tde  title  being 
"The  General  Regulations  of  the  Free 
Accepted  Masons,  in  the  Kingdom 
of  Ireland,  Pursuant  to  the  English 
Constitutions,  approved  of  and  agre- 
ed upon  by  the  Grand  Lodge  in  Dub- 
lin, on  the  24th  of  June,  1741,  Tull- 
amore.  Grand  master."  Among  the 
400  subscribers  names,  all  of  whom 
are  listed,  appears  the  name  of  the 
"Hon,  Elizabeth  Aldworth." 

The  "imitiation"  of  Miss  St.  Leg- 
er  (her  maiden  name)  occured  in  the 
home  of  Lord  Doneraile,  Doneraila 
Court,  County  Cork  Ireland,  at  a 
time  when  the  building  was  being  re- 
paired; the  bricks  in  the  walls  tempo- 
rarily replaced  without  mortar  an 
and  oak  paneling  was  left  leaning 
against  the  wall. 

We  are  told  that  Miss  Leger  had 
been  in  the  hbrary  adjoining  the 
room  and  had  fallen  asleep,  when 
she  awoke  she  sensed  something  un- 
usual going  on  in  the  adjohiing  room, 
"with  which  she  had  not  been  ac- 
quainted." The  natural  curosity  of  her 
sex  bemg  aroused,  she  removed  one 
ot  the  bricks,  and  watched  spell

bound.  Then  she  attempted  to  make 
her  escape  from  the  room  without 
being  detected  in  spying,  but  the 
ever  alert  butler  of  Lord  Doneraile, 
who  was  serving  as  tiler,  discovered 
her.  Miss  St.  Leger  thereupon,  fainted 
Tlie  tiler,  being  undecided  as  to  his 
duty,  finally  reported  the  case  to 
the  Lodge;  Miss  St.  Leger  was  re- 
turned to  the  library,  revived,  and  re- 
mained to  hear  the  judgement  of  the 
lodge.  Having  discussed  the  matter 
thoroughly,  we  are  informed  that 
they  officers  of  the  lodge  returned  to 
the  library  and  informed  Miss  St. 
Leger  of  the  seriousness  of  her  act- 
ion. She  was  told  there  was  but  one 
coiu-se  of  action — to  undertake  the 
Masonic  obligation.  This  she  did,  and 
we  understand  that  not  one  brother 
left  the  lodge  hall  during  this  import- 
ant ceremony! 

She  is  said  to  have  lived  to  a  ripe 
old  age,  enjoying  here  "membership." 
And  to  her  memory  there  was  erected 
a  monument  of  white  marble,  a  mon- 
imient  which  can  still  be  seen  in  the 
chancel  of  Christ's  Church  in  Dublin, 
with  an  inscription  on  its  base  which 
states  that  the  Hon.  Lady  Aldsworth 
was  perhaps  the  only  woman  ever 
to  be  initiated  into  the  Freemasomy. 

And  tradition  humorously  adds 
that  the  Masonic  fraternity  seeing  the 
danger  of  the  future  incidents  of  that 
character,  immediately  set  out  to  or- 
ganize  a  society  which  would  accept 
women.  -—  Royal  Arch  MasotL 


THE  EFFECT 
OF  WEAKNESS 

Masonry  should  be  made  attractive 
by  the  personal  example  in  daily  life 
set  by  members  of  the  Craft  them- 
selves which,  in  the  main,  can  be  de- 
nved  from  paying  due  attention  to  the 
pledges  which  are  entered  into  the 
beautiful  Ritual.  It  requkes  to  be 
borne  hi  mind  that  when  a  member 
of  the  Craft  violates  his  pledges  he 
commits  a  double  hurt,  one  agamst 
the  institution  which  has  trusted  hhni 
and  honored  him  by  admission.  Out- 
siders and  even  some  members  of 
the  Order  seize  upon  such  transgres- 
sors as  evidence  that  Masonry  is  not 
what  it  appears  to  be.  The  Order  has 
thus  suffered  in  the  past,  and  will 
contmue  to  suffer  in  future,  just  as 
other  good  institutions  have  suffered 
because  of  the  weakness  of  some  of 
their  members.  Other  institutions 
might  not  be  justified  in  more  care- 
fully examining  the  applicant  for 
membership,  but  Masonry  cannot  be 
too  careful. 

The  proposer  and  seconder,  and 
particularly  the  proposer,  carry  a 
heavy  responsibility  in  this  regard, 
but,  nonetheless,  the  members  of  the 
committee  who  interview  a  prospec-

|So  share  in  the  respondsibility,  and 
should  not  fail  to  point  out  to  mem-

When  Abraham  Lincoln  was 
young  he  ran  for  the  Legislature  in 
Illinois  and  was  badly  swamped.  He 
next  entered  business,  failed,  and 
spent  seventeen  years  of  his  life  pay- 
ing up  the  debts  of  a  worthless 
partner.  He  was  in  love  with  a 
beautiful  young  woman  to  whom  he 
became  engaged  —  then  she  died. 
Entering  politics  again,  he  ran  for 
Congress,  tried  to  get  an  appointment 
to  the  United  States  land  office,  but 
failed.  In  1856  he  became  a  candi- 
date for  the  vice  presidency  and  again 
was  defeated.  In  1858  he  was  defeated 
by  Douglas. 

"It's  about  time  you  quit  trying, 
isn't  it?"  inquired  a  friend. 

"No  time  to  quit,"  was  Lincoln's 
reply.  "I'm  too  busy  preparing  to  make 
another  attempt"  —  and  Abraham 
Lincoln  wrote  his  name  indelibly  in 
the  history  of  the  United  States.  He 
had  no  time  to  quit. 

Success  often  is  merely  around  the 
corner  from  where  we  want  to  quit. 
Another  failure  may  follow  the  previ- 
ous one.  but  that  is  no  indication  that 
success  is  not  around  the  corner  from 
where  we  are.

He 
should  best  serve  by  attending,  at- 
tempt to  learn  and  participate  in  the 
degree  work,  advise  officers  of  ill 
brothers  and  visit  them,  take  part 
in  the  funeral  services,  and  conduct 
himself  in  a  manner  outside  of  the 
lodge  to  bring  credit  to  himself  and 
thus  the  lodge. 

MAKE  COMPLAINTS.  He  should 
criticize,  as  this  is  a  good  sign  of 
interest,  if  it  is  constructive.  The 
lodge  and  its  officers  welcome  your 
comments  and  opinions  at  all  times, 
express  yourself  for  the  good  of 
Masonry.  Make  suggestions  if  it  can 
be  done  better,  it  will  make  your 
lodge  stronger  and  greater,  dont  let 
the  principals  of  freemasonry  be 
ignored.  TTic  Master  does  not  have  all 
the  answers  at  his  finger  tips,  and 
must  look  to  his  members  to  supply 
them. 

GET  YOUR  SHARE.  He  should 
visit  the  social  rooms  and  lake  ad- 
vantage of  our  wonderful  facilities, 
cards,  billiards,  ping  pong,  television, 
and  all  the  latest  issues  of  the  more 
desirable  magazines  are  all  therfe  for 
your  pleasure.  Attend  the  many  meals 
and  banquets  planned  for  your  plea- 
sure, remember  every  time  we  open 
before  dinner  time  we  also  eat.  Join 
us. 

ENJOY  YOUR  LODGE.  He 
should  be  active,  attend  at  least  each 
degree  once  a  year.  The  good  fellow-

WHY  CERTAIN 
QUALITIES? 

The  question  may  be  asked:  "If 
Masonry  points  to  universal  brother- 
hood: !f  Masonry  is  the  teacher 
through  a  system  of  morality,  why  are 
certain  qualifications  necessary  to  gain 
entrance  into  the  Institution?"  The 
answers  would  be  varied  and  interest- 
ing. What  would  my  answer  be? 

First.  I  would  say  that  the  pattern 
of  Masonry  was  drawn  by  those  who 
were  divinely  inspired,  and  that  the 
ages  have  marked  the  stamp  of  ap- 
proval on  the  wisdom  of  that  pattern. 
Those  Masons  looked  far  into  the 
future  and  determined  that  men  could 
never  build  for  others  unless  they 
were  living  examples  of  the  material 
for  the  completed  Temple.  In  their 
wisdom.  Ihcy  saw  that  only  those  who 
had  made  progress  in  the  paths  of 
brotherhood,  through  the  development 
of  the  desire  within  them,  could  be 
serviceable  to  their  fellow  creatures. 
They  saw  that  only  one  strong, 
physically,  mentally,  and  morally, 
could  build  for  posterity.  Those  who 
were  capable  of  placing  themselves 
in  a  position  to  receive  great  truths 
could  be  inspired  to  receive  still  great- 
er truths. 

To  offer  it  to  those  who  do  not  have 
the  faculty  for  recognizing  the 
spiritual  beauty  of  the  gift,  is  to 
desecreate  the  Temple  of  Masonry.

Neither  is  it  for  the  strong 
to  use  as  strength  to  conquer  the 
weak.  It  is  for  the  strong  to  elevate 
all  by  living  the  principles  of 
Masonry.

Our 
personal  problems  are  often  greatly 
minimized  when  we  view  them  from 
a  distance.

Break 
the  tension  of  my  nerves  and  muscles 
with  the  soothing  music  of  the  sing- 
ing streams  that  live  in  my  memory. 
Help  me  to  know  the  magic  restoring 
power  of  sleep.  Teach  me  the  art  ot 
taking  Minute  Vacations. . .  of  slowing 
down  to  look  at  a  flower,  to  chat  with 
a  friend,  to  pat  a  dog,  to  read  a  few 
lines  from  a  good  book.

NEW  CORNERSTONE  OF 
U.  S.  CAPITOL 

Once  again  the  American  Craft's 
most  precious  working  tools  have 
been  used  in  historic  ceremonies  of 
far-reaching  significance.  When  Presi- 
dent Eisenhower  laid  the  cornerstone 
of  the  new  east  front  of  the  Nation's 
Capiiol  on  July  4.  1959,  he  used 
the  same  gavel  and  the  same  trowel 
that  Brother  George  Washington  em- 
ployed when  he  laid  the  original 
cornerstone  of  the  Capitol  on  Sep- 
tember 18.  1793,  acting  as  the  Grand 
Ma.^ter,  pro  tempore,  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Maryland. 

The  same  implements  also  were 
used  by  President  Fillmore  when 
cornerstones  of  the  Capitol's  House 
and  Senate  wings  were  set  in  place 
on  July  4,  1851.  The  historic  gavel, 
with  its  marble  head,  is  the  cher- 
ished possession  of  Potomic  Lodge 
No.  5  of  Washington,  D.  C.  It  now 
has  been  used  at  public  occasions 
by  ten  Presidents  of  the  United 
Stales:  Washington,  Polk,  Fillmore, 
Buchanan,  McKinley,  Theodore  Roo- 
sevelt, Harding,  Hoover,  Truman 
and  Eisenhower. 

The  silver  trowel,  with  its  ivory 
handle,  is  the  prime  treasure  of 
Alexandria  -  Washington  Lodge  No. 
22  of  Alexandria,  Virginia.  It,  too, 
has  been  employed  on  many  im- 
portant occasions. 

During  the  cornerstone  ceremony 
President  Eisenhower  accepted  the 
Washington  trowel  from  Reuben  H. 
Bogley,  Jr.,  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  F.  A.  A.  M.  of  the 
District  of  Columbia.  He  cautiously 
dipped  a  small  amount  of  white 
motar  from  a  bucket  and  spread 
it  upon  the  concrete  block.  After 
a  crane  had  lowered  the  4,200-pound 
pink-granite  stone  into  place,  he 
somewhat  gingerly  grasped  the  fam- 
ous gavel  by  its  head,  rather  than 
by  its  slender  handle,  placed  his 
hand  on  the  cornerstone  and  tapped 
the  back  of  his  hand  to  avoid  risk 
of  damage  to  the  historic  imple- 
ment. 

The  President,  who  is  not  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Craft,  did  not  remain  for 
the  traditional  Masonic  rites  that 
followed  the  cornerstone  ceremony, 
but  returned  immediately  to  the 
White  House.  The  Masonic  ceremony 
was  conducted  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District 
of  Colimibia. 

In  his  brief  but  memorable  cor- 
nerstone address  President  Eisen- 
hower said,  in  part: 

"By  this  symbolic  gesture  we  do 
more  than  to  recognize  and  provide 
for  new  needs  resulting  from  nattbnal 
growth.  We  rededicate  ourselves  to 
the  principles  of  representative  gov- 
ernment. We  reaffirm  our  devotion 
to  the  values  upon  which  this  Re- 
public rests. 

••These  values,  unequivocally  stated 
in  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 
in  our  Bill  of  RighU  and  in  other 
parts  of  that  remarkable  document 
the  American  Constitution — are  both 
the  halhnarks  and  the  hand  tools  of 
freedom.  In  a  free  society  they  must 
be  prized  and  they  must  be  used, 
lest  freedom  wither. 

"In  the  collision  of  ideas  between 
freedom    and    despotism,  freedom 


MARUN  LUTHER  OJJR 
ILLUSTRIOUS  BROTHER  MASON 

Martin  Luther,  the  pe;t«?nt  who 
defied  the  Pope,  became  a  Mason, 
according  to  his  own  story,  fifteen 
days  after  his  earth-shaking  burning 
the  Pope's  Bull  in  1520.  Just  a  few 
months  after  joining  the  Craft  armed 
Brethren  rescued  hira  from  a  plot 
to  capture  the  "Soul  of  the  Reform- 
atJon." 

Luther  burst  upon  the  world  scene 
after  1,500  years  of  civilization  und- 
er the  cross — much  of  it  a  sordid  saga 
of  inhumanity,  rapine,  slaughter. 
Many  a  leader  had  been  ready,  to 
kill  for  his  ideas.  Here  was  Luther 
ready  to  die  for  his  ideas. 

Angered  by  the  actions  of  the 
church,  the  pious  friar  with  the  in- 
dependent mind  and  stout  heart,  pro- 
tested against  the  practices  of  Pope 
Julius  n.  He  posted  a  manifesto  on 
the  door  of  his  little  castle  church. 
He  was  thirty-four  years  old  at  the 
time.  He  was  immediately  denoun- 
ced as  a  heretic. 

But  great  masses  of  people,  suffer- 
ing through  centun'es  of  misrule,  saw 
the  leader  they  had  dreamed  of.  His- 
tory records  the  drama  of  the  young 
theology  professor  who  blew  into 
blazing  heat  the  sparks  started  by 
Wycliffe  in  England  and  Huss  in  Bo- 
hemia. - 

The  courageous  German  princes 
insisted  that  he  be  heard.  Heard  he 
was — all  through  the  earth— "It  is 
neither  right  nor  safe  to  act  against 
conscience.  God  help  me.  Amen." 
These  words  broke  mind-fetters  and 
set  the  world  on  a  path  toward  a 
simple  faith  in  God  based  on  the 
Bible. 

The  long  arm  of  Masonry  reached 
through  Brother  Martin  Luther  to 
other  reformers  like  Calvin,  whose 
idea  the  Puritans  carried  to  the  shores 
of  America.  People  who  saw  the 
magnificient  motion  picture  based 
on  the  life  of  the  immortal  Mason 
and  religious  reformer  reacted 
strangely. 

As  the  last  scene  of  "Martin  Luth- 
er" faded  off  .  .  theater-goers  just 
stood  there  in  silence  as  deafening 
as  a  21-gun  salute.  People's  emoUons 
were  so  touched  that  they  could  not 
say  a  word  or  clap  £  hand.  They 
stood  there  motionless  as  the  organ 
thundered  out  "A  Mighty  Fortress 
Is  Our  God." — Masonic  Inspiration. 
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HUMOR 

It  isn't  often  that  humor  finds  a 
rightful  or  appropriate  place  in 
prayer,  but  "Father"  Edward  Taylor, 
a  Methodist  clergyman  who  was 
proud  to  be  a  Mason  during  a  period 
of  strong  antiMasonic  sentiment  in 
his  area,  once  prayed  at  the  opening 
of  his  Lodge:  "O  Lord,  bless  this 
glorious  Order;  bless  its  friends;  yea, 
bless  its  enemies,  and  make  their 
hearts  as  soft  as  their  heads.  Amen." 

On  another  long  -  remembered, 
occasion  he  said  in  prayer:  "Lord, 
there  are  two  things  we  need  to  be 
delivered  from  in  Boston — bad  ram 
and  bigotry.  Which  is  the  worst  Thou 
knowest;  I  don't."  Amen." 
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TIME  FOR  DEGREE  WORK 

We  agree  with  the  frequently 
expressed  opinion  that  a  Lodge  meet- 
ing should  be  closed  at  a  decent 
hour.  This,  as  it  has  been  expressed 
by  others,  is  as  imperative  as  it  is 
to  open  on  time. 

However,  we  should  always  devote 
sufficient  time  for  the  proper  pre- 
sentation of  the  ritualistic  ceremonies, 
the  opening  and  closing  of  Lodge, 
and  the  degree  work. 

Whatever  may  be  the  plans  of  the 
Worshipful  Master  and  the  officers 
relative  to  the  program  for  the  even- 
ing, if  there  is  degree  work,  the  time 
element  should  be  given  considera- 
tion, so  that  the  degree  will  be  con- 
ferred as  it  should  be.  If  we  hurry 
through  a  degree,  or  if  we  omit  a 
lecture  that  should  be  given,  we  not 
only  fail  in  our  efforts,  but  we  deprive 
the  candidate  of  that  which  is  right- 
fully his. 

Ritual  is  the  pattern  by  which  the 
Mason  must  map  his  progress 
throughout  life.  It  is  the  beginning, 
not  the  end.  However,  a  heavy  re- 
sponsibility rests  upon  every  Lodge 
to  present  the  pattern  of  Masonry 
in  all  its  beauty  and  meaning. 

Let  us  open  on  time,  close  on  time, 
but  let  us,  too.  in  our  plans,  allow 
the  necessary  lime  for  conferring  a 
degree  in  a  manner  that  will  best 
bring  the  message  of  Masonry  to 
the  candidate. 


SOME  MASONIC  HISTORY 

By  Roy  Welty 

The  Masonic  fraternity  is  referred 
to  as  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  or  Free  and  Accepted  Masons. 

Free  Masonry  as  known  today  is 
an  English  creation  —  dates  back 
to  London  in  1717. 

When  four  surviving  old  lodges  met 
in  London  and  formed  our  Grand 
Lodge  there  was  but  one  degree  ot 
masonry.  By  1724,  the  three  degrees 
of  entered  apprentice  followed  and 
master  mason  were  all  in  the  ritual 
and  have  constituted  ever  since  what 
has  been  called  Universal  Masonry, 
the  possession  of  which  everywhere 
has  been  a  prerequisite  to  member- 
ship in  alt  Masonic  Rites. 

The  Masonic  Fraternity  is  the 
largest,  oldest  and  most  widely  dis- 
tributed secret  society  in  the  world. 

Lodges  of  Masons  are  found  in 
every  civilized  country  in  the  world 
except  Russia,  where  for  obvious 
political  reasons  the  society,  although 
it  took  root  at  times,  has  never 
flourished. 

It  is  well  to  know  that  our  land 
marks  are  used  universally  in  all 
true  Masonic  Lodges  of  the  World.

And  this 
situation  is  getting  worse  instead  of 
better  with  the  population  increase. 
We  can't  help  but  wonder  how  the 
Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe, 
who  is  the  father  of  all  of  us,  looks 
at  and  feels  about  this  striking  con- 
trast in  the  welfare  of  his  children.

He  can  hold  so  many  under 
suspicion  that  no  one  believes  in 
him.  He  can  insult  his  friends  until 
they  are  no  longer  friends.  He  can 
think  himself  so  important  that  no 
one  else  does.  He  can  have  such  a 
good  opinion  of  himself  that  no  one 
else  enjoys  his  friendship.  He  can 
become  so  wrapped  up  in  himself 
that  he  becomes  very  small."  Let 
us  remember  that  we  cannot  rise 
higher  than  our  thoughts.  My  father 
used  to  have  a  motto  above  his  desk 
that  read:  "It  matters  very  little  what 
happens,  but  it  is  how  you  take  it 
that  matters  and  that  matters  very 
much." 

As  I  pass  the  gavel  on  to  my 
worthy  successor,  I  realize  that  that 
is  somewhat  emblematical  of  the 
course  of  the  world  as  one  genera- 
tion succeeds  another,  which  reminds 
me  of  the  following  passage  written 
by  Havelock  Ellis  in  his  "The  New 
Spirit"  and  I  quote  as  follows:  *Tn 
the  moral  world  we  are  ourselves 
the  light  bearers,  and  the  cosmic 
process  is  in  us  made  flesh.  For  a 
brief  space  it  is  granted  to  us,  if  we 
will,  to  enlighten  the  darkness  that 
surrounds  our  path.  As  in  the  ancient 
torch  race,  which  seemed  to  Lucretuis 
to  be  a  symbol  of  all  life,  we  press 
forward  torch  in  band  along  the 
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course.  Soon  from  behind  comes 
the  runner  who  will  out-pace  us.  AH 
our  skill  lies  in  giving  into  bis  band 
the  living  torch,  bright  and  uoflicker- 
ing,  as  we  ourselves  disappear  ioto 
the  darkness."

How  many  limes  we  have  heard 
it  said,  "Curiosity  killed  the  cat." 
Too  many  of  us  have  a  wrong  inter- 
nretation  of  this  statement.  It  is 
meant  to  be  a  polite  way  of  telling 
up  to  mind  our  own  business  with 
regard  to  the  personal  business  of 
others.  However,  we  mistakenly 
apply  it  in  many  instances  when  it 
would  be  our  only  means  of  gaining 
knowledge.  We  are  not  inquisitive 
enough  about  many  subjects  and 
consequently  never  fully  understand 
their  meaning  or  purpose. 

In  the  performance  of  our  daily 
tasks  we  are  too  eager  to  accept  as 
an  explanation,  "Well  thats  just  the 
way  it's  done,"  or  "because  it  has 
been  done  that  way  for  years."  This 
type  of  an  explanation  (if  you  wish 
to  call  it  that)  proves  two  things  to 
me.

ANTHONY  WAYNE  — 
A  NAME  IN  ARMS 

By 

Richard  C.  Knoff 
A  Bo«k  Review  by  Roy  Welty 
THE  BOOK:  Westem  heroes  and 
Indians — never  was  interest  in  them 
greater  than  it  is  today.  This  is  a 
book  about  both — and  not  fiction, 
but  the  actual  story  told  by  the  men 
and  about  the  men  who  fought  in 
one  of  the  most  significant  and 
colorful  of  our  nation's  Indian  Wars. 

Historians  have  labeled  one  of 
America's  strong  and  gallent  de- 
fenders, "Mad  Anthony  Wayne." 
Here,  in  a  series  of  correspondence 
with  the  three  Secretaries  of  War 
under  whom  he  served,  Anthony 
Wayne  shows  himself  as  anything 
but  mad,  for  what  he  wrote  and  what 
he  did  proves  him  a  worthy  am- 
bassador of  peace  and  a  great  de- 
fense general,  skilled  in  the  ways 
of  diplomacy  and  in  the  arts  of  war. 

The  valuable  coiintry  north  and 
west  of  the  Ohio  River,  coveted  by 
Britain,  France,  and  Spain,  was  made 
safe  for  American  settlement  by  the 
bold  and  carefully  planned  cam- 
paigns of  Anthony  Wayne  and  his 
well  trained  American  troops,  the 
famous  American  Legion.  From  the 
letters  gathered  here  and  the  author's 
summaries  of  them  one  reaps  a  first 
hand  blow-by-blow  account  of  the 
Wayne  Expedition  of  1793  and  1794, 
from  the  first  moment  of  action 
until  the  national  treaty  was  signed 
with  the  Westem  Indians. 

International  implications  of  this 
frontier  war  have  too  seldom  re- 
ceived the  historical  interpretation 
and  discussion  which  this  book 
gives.  What  Wayne  and  his  brave 
army  endured  in  hardships  and 
frustrations,  and  their  final  hard- 
won  victory,  insured  the  peaceable 
building  of  America's  great  West. 

"An  excellent  aid  in  the  under- 
standing of  Westward  expansion 
and  an  indispensable  research  source 
in  early  American  hi^ory.  For  all 
who  like  to  read  histbry  as  it  is 
made." 

We  must  ever  remember  that 
Anthony  Wayne  was  one  of  the  out- 
standing Masons  of  his  time  and 
governed  himself  accordingly. 

MAKING  A  MASON 

It  is  quite  possible  for  a  man  to 
receive  all  the  degrees  of  Masonry, 
and  still  never  truly  become  a  Mason. 
Most  certainly,  this  is  not  the  rule, 
nor  are  we  willing  to  admit  that  it 
happens  very  frequently.  We  are  sim- 
ply pointing  out  the  trust  that  every 
Mason  will  see  to  it  that  it  does  not 
happen  in  his  lodge.  But  we  do  say 
that  it  positively  does  not  lie  within 
the  power  of  any  lodge  to  make  a 
man  a  Mason.  As  in  the  case  of  the

The  same  rule  applies  to  our  be- 
loved Craft.  A  man  may  go  through 
all  the  ceremonies  known  to  Masonry, 
receive  all  the  passwords  and  grips, 
wear  the  regalia  or  bedeck  himself 
with  priceless  jewelry,  or  even  attain 
offices  and  honors  galore.  And  just 
what  does  it  mean  to  him  if  his 
heart  is  not  changed?

Too  ofttn,  we  criticize  the  short 
comings  of  others,  even  without  full 
knowledge  of  the  facts  which  may 
cause  them.  This  poem  was  not  in- 
tended as  criticism  but  rather  to  in- 
qiire  some  serious  reflections. 

When  was  the  last  time  you  helped 
put  on  the  work?  Often  the  pressure 
and  speed  of  today's  activities  make 
lodge  attendance  a  hit  or  miss  pro- 
poRiiion.  But  do  we  feel  the  need 
of  those  sessions  down  at  lodge  or 
has  something  else  taken  their  place? 
Even  if  we  can't  attend  lodge  are 
we  applying  those  principles  we 
learned  some  time  ago?  The  point 
I  am  trying  to  emphasize  is,  let  us 
not  forget  the  symbolism  behind  the 
"Pin."  Our  Grand  Master  stated  dur- 
ing one  of  his  visits  to  Ft.  Wayne

A  book  written  by  Elbert  Bede 
33  degree  K.  T.  has  given  me  much 
pleasure.  It  contains  many  thought 
provoking  articles.

The  parson  remarked,  "Brud- 
der  Jackson,  you  and  de  Lord  sure 
has  worked  miracles  with  this  old 
vacant  lot."  The  negro  responded, 
"Yes  suh  pahson,  yes  suh,  me  and 
the  I.ord  sure  has  done  a  fine  job 
here;  you  ought  to  of  seen  all  tho 
weeds  and  stones  and  rubbish  there 
wuz  here  when  do  Lord  was  looking 
after  it  all  by  hisself."

JEFFERSON  and  RELIGION 

By  Roy  Welty 

Thomas  Jefferson,  who  was  born  on  the  13th  day  of  April,  1743  at 
Shadwell,  Virginia,  made  several  magnificent  contributions  to  our  American 
heritage.  He  is  noted  for  his  authorship  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence 
and  his  founding  of  the  University  of  Virginia. 

In  Jefferson's  time,  though,  there  was  one  other  accomplishment  of 
his  life  which  ranked  with  these  two.  That  was  his  success  in  seperating 
Church  and  State  in  1777.  Jefferson  first  began  this  battle  in  May.  1776. 
When  the  Virginia  Convention  of  Delegates  met  in  Williamsburg,  he  urged 
passage  of  a  bill  providing  for  full  freedom  of  conscience  and  full  separation 
of  Church  and  State.  The  effort  failed  at  this  time. 

The  Anglican  Church,  which  had  been  firmly  established  in  the 
colony,  had  much  influence  and  deep  roots  in  Virginia  and  the  effort  was 
not  an  easy  one.  However,  after  Jefferson  drafted  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence, he  returned  to  Williamsburg  and  again  sponsored  a  bill  which 
would  have  separated  Church  and  State.  Again  his  effort  failed. 

In  1777.  the  effort  finally  succeeded  and  Jefferson's  bill  ending  public 
support  of  the  Anglican  Church  was  passed.  Shortly  afterwards,  Thomas 
Jefferson  drafted  what  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most  important  documents  ever 
written  in  the  United  States— the  Virginia  Statute  for  Religious  Freedom. 

This  Statute  was  not  enacted  until  1786,  but  when  it  was.  it  marked 
a  milestone  in  the  progress  toward  the  separation  of  the  State  from  any  one 
Church  and,  in  Madison's  words,  "it  extinguished  forever  the  ambitious  hope 
of  making  laws  for  human  minds  in  the  United  States."  That  Statute  is 
ranked  with  the  Declaration  of  Independence  and  the  Constitution  by  many 


It  has  since  been  a  beacon  for  those  in  this  country,  and  in  other 
countries,  and  the  results  achieved  under  our  system  in  the  past  180  years 
have  commanded  the  attention  and  respect  of  liberty-loving  people 
everywhere.

This  being  the  month  of  June,  on 
the  24th.  is  St.  John's  Day.  Masonic 
Lodges  of  tt>day  are  "erected  to  God 
and  dedicated  to  the  Holy  Saints 
John,"  and  they  commemorate  St. 
John  the  Baptist  on  June  24,  and  St. 
John  the  Evangelist  on  Dec.  27. 
These  dates  anciently  were  estab- 
lished as  Church  Festival  Days. 

Of  the  Masonic  feasts  of  St.  John 
the  Baptist  and  St.  John  the  Evangel- 
ist much^  has  been  written,  but  to 
little  account.  The  two  feasts,  com- 
ing at  the  time  of  the  summer  and 
winter  solstices,  are  of  course  older 
than  Christianity,  being  reminiscences 
of  the  old  Light  Religion,  to  which 
some  erroneously  would  have  us 
trace  the  origin  of  Freemasotuy. 

In  pre-Christian  times  the  Roman 
Collegia  were  wont  to  adopt  pagen 
deities  as  patrons.  When  Christianity 
came,  the  names  of  its  saints — some 
of  them  martyrs  of  the  Order  of  the 
Builders  —  were  substituted  for  the 
pagan  gods.  Just  why,  when,  and  by 
whom  the  two  Saints  John  were 
chosen  as  the  patron  saints  of 
Masonry — instead  of  St.  Thomas, 
who  was  the  patron  saint  of  architec- 
ture— never  has  been  made  clear. 

Legend  has  been  busy  trying  to 
explain,  but  we  can  not  be  sure  of 
what  it  tells  us.  Also  many  reasons 
have  been  given,  but  they  are  reasons 


after  the  fact.  The  Gospel  of  St. 
John  is  the  most  Masonic  of  the 
Gospels  if  only  because  its  central 
theme  is  Light,  It  portrays  Jesus  as 
the  Light  of  the  World  and  His 
Gospel  as  a  Gospel  of  Light.  It  por- 
trays to  "the  Holy  Saint  John"  and 
Masons  were  called  "John's  Broth- 
ers." no  doubt  for  the  reason  that 
Masonry  is  a  quest  after  Light. 

An  old  legend  tells  us  that  after 
the  destruction  of  Jersualem.  A.D. 
70.  the  Order  (then  in  decline)  be- 
sought Sl  John,  then  living  at 
Ephesus  and  over  ninety  years  of 
age,  to  become  its  Grand  Master — 
and  that  he  did  so.  saying  that  he 
had  been  initiated  into  the  Craft  as 
a  young  man.  It  is  only  a  legend,  to 
be  sure,  but  the  Old  Charges  speak 
of  St.  John  the  Evangelist  as  a  Saint 
of  the  CrafL 

St.  John  the  Baptist  seems  to  have 
come  into  the  Craft  after  Ihe  Re- 
formation, and  apparently  it  was  on 
the  day  in  1717  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England  was  organized 
"according  to  ancient  usage." 

Whatever  Ihe  facts  may  be,  surely 
It  is  in  accordance  with  the  fitness  of 
things  that  we  honor  these  two 
names:  John  the  Baptist,  the  stern 
prophet  of  righteousness;  and  Jtrfm 
the  Evangelist,  the  teacher  of  love. 
Righteousness  and  Love — those  two 
words  do  not  fall  short  of  telling  the 
whole  duty  of  a  man  and  a  Mason. 

Brethren  this  being  my  last  article 
till  September,  I  hope  to  see  you  at 
some  of  our  meetings  in  June.  Have 
a  happy,  but  safe,  vacation  and  don't 
forget  South  Gate  in  September.

On  June  24,  we  celebrate  the 
festival  day  of  St  John  the  Baptist 
St.  John  the  Evangelist  is  honored 
on  December  27.  The  festival  days 
given  to  these  patrons  of  masonry, 
are  far  older  than  Christianity,  which 
found  these  two  dates  as  pagan 
festival  days.  That  in  June,  date  of 
the  summer  solstice,  was  a  harbinger 
of  the  harvest  while  that  in  Decem- 
ber, date  of  the  winter  solstice, 
marked  the  end  of  the  slow  decline 
of  the  sun.  Christianity  being  unable 
to  ban  these  festival  days  as  to  altar 
the  course  of  the  sun,  adopted  them 
to  its  own  use.  There  is  little  likeli- 
hood that  the  legendary  natal  days 
of  our  two  saints  on  the  dales  of  the 
two  great  festivals,  have  any  authen- 
tic historical  basis.  That  would  al- 
most be  too  much  of  a  coincidence. 

Christianity's  adoption  of  these 
festivals  was  in  every  way  consistent. 
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but  why  Freemasonry  preferred  the 
two  Sainis  Jobo  instead  of  giviag  the 
nod  to  St.  Thomas,  eminent  patron 
of  architecture  and  building,  is  not 
easily  explained.  Possibly,  because  we 
needed  two  saints  for  our  parallel 
lines  which  border  the  circle  and 
symbolize  the  solstices. 

Adoption  of  the  saints  by  Free- 
masonry far  antedates  the  first  Grand 
Lodge  of  1717.  Various  of  the  Oper- 
ative Lodges  had  been  dedicated  to 
the  Baptist  and  a  few  to  the  Evan- 
gelist. The  Baptist  seems  to  have 
come  into  Freemasonry  well  in  ad- 
vance of  the  Evangelist.  It  may  be 
significant  that  the  first  Grand  Lodge 
was  formed  at  a  meeting  held  on  the 
Festival  of  St.  John  the  Baptist 
Thereafter  London  Lodge  were  dedi- 
cated to  the  two  Sts.  John,  and  con- 
tinued to  be  thus  dedicated  until  the 
imion  in  I8I3,  since  when  they  have 
been  dedicated  to  Solomon,  The 
Festival  of  St.  John  the  Baptist  was 
observed  by  London  Lodges  until 
1737,  when  the  annual  feslivat  was 
changed  to  the  day  of  St.  John  the 
Evangelist.  The  festival  of  the  English 
Lodges  has  since  been  changed  to 
the  Wednesday  after  St,  George's  day. 
The  festival  of  Irish  Lodges  is  on  the 
birthday  of  St.  Patrick,  whose 
Masonry  may  be  just  as  much 
doubled  as  that  of  the  Sis.  John. 
American  Lodges  have  continued  (he 
custom  brought  from  England  in 
colonial  days,  paying  no  attention  to 
changes  made  by  the  London  or 
English  Lodges  and  continue  to  ob- 
serve the  festivals  of  the  two  Sts 
John. 

The  Sis.  John  are  symbols,  appro- 
iate  and  beautiful  symbols,  and.  as 
such,  are  a  component  part  of  Free- 
masonry. These  two  saUits  were 
paralleled  even  before  Freemasonry 
paralleled  rhem. 

The  Baptist  was  a  forcnmncr  of 
the  Jesus,  predicted  His  coming  and 
later  baptized  Him.  He  was  a  cru- 
sader, a  fervent  man.  a  just  and  stern 
man,  a  man  of  strength  and  fire,  an 
cxhorler.  a  courageous  man,  a 
martyr  to  his  uncompromising  zeal, 
an  heroic  character. 

The  Evangelist  was  an  apostle  of 
love,  coming  into  the  life  of  Jesus 
where  the  Baptist  left  off,  becoming 
trusted  confidant  of  the  Saviour.  He 
was  the  only  one  of  the  apostles  to 
witness  the  crucifixion.  Last  at  the 
cross,  he  was  first  to  enter  the  tomb. 
He  saw  the  ascension  and  descent  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.  He  founded  the 
seven  churches  of  Asia  Minor. 

The  two  Sts.  John  were  second 
cousins  and  were  related  to  the 
Saviour  to  whom  Ihey  gave  such 
valiant  service. 

X  hope  the  above  explanation  helps 
each  of  us  to  belter  understanding 
of  why  these  two  Sis.  were  adopted 
as  the  patrons  of  our  great  fraternity. 
Most  of  this  explanation  was  taken 
from  an  article  written  by  Elbert 
Bede,  33,  K.T.  and  Editor,  of  the 
Oregon  Mason. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  all 
who  helped  in  promoting  our  Ladies 
Night.

THE  FOUR  MARTYRS 

That  Masons  have  traditionally 
been  men  willing  to  stand  by  their 
convictions  is  beautifully  illustrated 
by  one  of  the  oldest  legends  of  the 
Craft.  The  siory  of  ihe  "Ouatuor  Co- 
ronaii"  or  the  Four  Crowned  Ones, 
tells  of  four  stone  masons  who  lived 
in  the  days  of  the  Roman  Emperor 
Diocletian.  They  were  secretly 
Christians,  and,  therefore,  opposed 
to  idolatry.  Hence  when  the  emperor 
ordered  them  to  carve  a  statue  to 
Aesculapius,  the  god  of  medicine  and 
healing,  they  refused  as  a  matter  of 
conviction. 

Furious  at  their  refusal  to  carry 
out  his  commands,  the  ruler  ordered 
them  encased  in  lead  coffins  and 
thrown  into  a  river.  This  was  done, 
and  the  craftsmen  involved  have  since 
been  known  as  'The  Four  Martyrs."

How  long  has  it  been  since  you 
have  been  to  Lodge?  Don't  get  on 
the  defensive  by  that  question,  as  it 
was  only  asked  to  refresh  in  your 
mind  some  happenings  in  Lodges 
while  in  session,  not  the  business 
routine  of  a  Stated  Meeting  nor  the 
ritualistic  work  of  the  degrees  but 
the  Non-routine  and  Non-ritualistic 
-workings  of  men  and  Emotions.  You 
probably  have  observed,  for  instance. 
Candidates  being  conducted  in  the 
degree  work  but  have  You  ever  con- 
ducted one.  Not  too  long  ago  I  was 
S.D.  for  a  candidate  on  the  E.A. 
Degree  and  at  the  first  he  was  a 
bundle  of  Nerves  and  Fear,  no  doubt 
caused  by  stories  of  "goat  riding" 
and  other  equally  ridiculous  threats. 
1  could  hear  his  Heart  pound,  his 
Diaphragm  heaving  and  swelling  as 
if  going  into  convulsions;  at  the 
words  from  the  Master  "follow  your 
guide  and  Fear  no  danger."  an  actual 
sigh  was  given  and  he  was  calmed 
and  perfectly  tranquil  the  rest  of  the 
evening. 

I  have  seen  several  instances  in  the 
M.M.  degree  where  a  father  was  rais- 
ing a  son  or  someone  raising  another 
near  and  dear  to  him  to  (he  Sublime 
degree;  during  which  audible  sobs 
and  visible  tears  of  Joy  and  Happi- 
ness were  noted,  after  which  a  Hearty 
hug  of  Love  and  Affection  was  given 
— and  this  unashamedly  and  without 
embarrassment. 

These  several  examples  point  out 
the  prcscence  of  real  life  drama  in 
Masonry.

M.M.  Degree  in  an  expended  version 
of  the  Legend.  The  character  of — let 
us  call  him  Lum  was  portrayed  by  a 
person  whom,  as  I  recall  being  told, 
has  been  doing  this  part  for  Twenty- 
two  years.  His  masterpiece  was  a 
monologue  wherein  he  lamented  his 
being  induced  by  two  others  in  be- 
coming a  party  to  a  heinous  lime, 
after  which  the  major  portion  of 
guilt  was  shifted  to  him  by  the  other 
two  and  the  remorse,  sense  of  guilt 
and  abject  dejection  was  greater 
punishment  than  he  could  ever  re- 
ceive. Never  making  excuses  or  blam- 
ing other,  nor  asking  for  sympathy — 
just  being  cross  examined  by  his 
conscience. 

In  conclusion.  Brothers.  Come 
down  some  evening  and  perhaps  sec 
some  Drama  of  men  at  their  Finest.

WHY  DO  WE  SAY 
THE  BLUE  LODGE? 

Why  do  we  say  "Blue  Lodge"  when 
referring  to  the  Symbolic  Degrees  in 
Freemasonry? 

"Blue"  is  the  color  of  truth  and  fi- 
delity. And  since  Masons  arc  seekers 
after  truth,  this  color  is  symbolic  of 
their  ardent  and  active  interest. 

It  was  under  the  reign  of  William 
III  of  England  that  Blue  was  adopted 
as  the  favorite  color  of  the  Craft. 

"Blue"  was  an  important  color 
among  religious  institutions  in  ancient 
limes.  The  high  priest's  ephod 
(aprons):  the  ribbon  on  his  breast- 
plate and  for  the  plate  of  his  miter, 
were  blue.  It  was  the  color  of  one  of 
the  veils  of  the  tabernacle,  which, 
according  to  Josephus,  represented  the 
Air.  The  Hebrew  word  for  "blue"  is 
"lechelet,"  and  seems  to  refer  lo  ihe 
quality  of  the  color,  being  derived 
from  a  root  denoting  "perfection."

The  Masons  of  Indiana  were 
stunned  by  the  sudden  passing  of 
Past  Grand  Master  Elmer  C.  Forks 
of  Fort  Wayne.  He  died,  at  the  age 
of  57,  in  the  early  morning  hours 
of  July  6.  1960  at  the  local  St.  Joseph 
Hospital  following  an  acute'  attack 
on  the  previous  day. 

Masonic  services  for  Brother  Forks 
were  held  in  the  D.  O.  McComb  and 
Son  Funeral  Home  on  the  evening 
of  July  7,  imder  the  auspices  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  with  Past 
Grand  Master  Dwight  L.  Smith  offi- 
ciating. From  near  and  far  members 
of  the  Craft  sojourned  to  Ft.  Wayne 
to  pay  final  tribute  to  their  illustrious 
and  beloved  Brother,  who  so  uncon- 
sciously wore  "the  ornament  of  a 
meek  and  humble  spirit." 

Funeral  services  were  held  the 
following  afternoon.  July  8,  in  the 
Grace  Lutheran  Church  of  Fort 
Wayne,  of  which  he  was  a  member 
— with  subsequent  interment  in  the 
St.  John  Lutheran  Cemetery. 

''John  Ruskin  once  penned  a  pas- 
sage admirably  descriptive  of  our 
Past  Grand  Master:  "He  only  is  ad- 
vancing in  life,  whose  heart  is  getting 
softer,  whose  blood  warmer,  whose 
brain  quicker,  whose  spirit  is  enter- 
ing into  living  peace.  And  the  men 
who  have  this  life  in  them  are  the 
true  lords  or  kings  of  the  earth — 
they,  and  they  only." 

Masonic  Record 

Most  Worshipful  Brother  Forks 
has  an  impressive  record  of  service 
to  the  Fraternity  and  he  has  been 
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the  recipient  of  numerous  Masonic 
titles  and  honors. 

His  Masonic  record  bepan  in  1936 
when  he  received  the  symbolic  de- 
grees in  Home  Lodge  No.  342  of 
Fort  Wayne.

He  also  was  a  member  of  the 
Scottish  Rite,  Valley  of  Fort  Wayne. 
In  1951-52  he  served  as  Ihe  Sovereign 
Prince  of  Darius  Council,  A.A.S.R.. 
and  also  as  an  appointive  officer  of 
the  Fort  Wayne  Consistory.  In  1953 
he  was  crowned  an  Honorary  Mem- 
ber of  the  Supreme  Council  33°, 
A.A.S.R.,  N.M.J..  and  later  was  ap- 
pointed a  Grand  Marshal  for  the 
Supreme  Council  for  1954. 

In  1954  he  became  a  Knight  Com- 
panion of  St.  Hilary  Conclave  No. 
53,  Red  Cross  of  Constant  ine.  He 
also  was  a  member  of  Mizpah  Shrine 
Temple,  A.A.O.N.M.S.,  and  a  charter 
member  of  Trinity  Chapter  No.  576 
O.E.S.,  of  Fort  Wayne,  serving  as  its 
Worthy  Patron  in  1949.

When  King  Solomon  became  per- 
plexed, he  turned  lo  his  closest  as- 
sociate and  asked:  "What  shall  we 
do?"'  King  Hiram  of  Tyre  replied: 
"Let  us  pray."  After  Solomon  had 
talked  with  his  God.  he  said:  "My 
mind  is  now  clear." 

When  Washington  needed  help  to 
sustain  his  personal  moraJc.  he  knell 
in  the  snow  at  Valley  Forge  and 
talked  with  his  God. 

During  the  deliberations  of  the 
CoDsitulional  Convention,  when  it 
seemed  impossible  lo  come  lo  a  rea- 
sonable understanding  between  fac- 
tions. Franklin  said  to  Washington, 
president  of  the  convention:  "How  has 
it  happened.  Sir,  that  we've  not 
hitherto  once  thought  of  humbly  ap- 
plying to  the  Father  of  the  lights  to 
illuminate  our  undertakings?  In  the 
beginning  of  the  contest  with  Great 
Britain,  when  we  were  sensible  of 
danger,  we  had  daily  prayer  in  this 
room  for  the  Divine  protection.  .  . 
I  have  lived,  Sir,  a  long  time,  and 
the  longer  I  live  the  more  convincing 
proofs  I  sec  of  this  truth,  that  God 
governs  in  the  affairs  of  men."  It  is 
recorded  that  prayer  was  held  from 
that  day  on.  and  progress  was  made 
so  that  agreement  could  be  effective. 

Lincoln  said:  "I  told  God  that  I  had 
done  all  that  I  could  and  that  now 
the  result  was  in  His  hands;  that  if 
Ihis  country  was  to  be  saved,  it  was 
because  He  willed  it!  The  burden 
roUed  off  my  shoulders.  My  intense 
anxiety  was  relieved  and  in  its  place 
came  a  great  trustfulness."' 

Washington.  Franklin  and  Lincoln 
knew  God  and  sought  His  help.  Our 
coins  bear  the  motto:  "In  God  We 
Trust."  Let  us  not  fail,  in  our  modern 
lodges,  lo  transmit  this  idea  to  our 
new    members    in    a  commendable

The  first  Masonic  book  published 
in  the  United  States  was  a  reprint 
of  the  old  English  Constitutions  of 
1723,  published  by  Benjamin 
Franklin. 

The  first  Mason  in  America  was 
Governor  John  Belcher  (1738).  of 
Massachusetts. 

The  first  Masonic  Hall  in  America 
was  at  Philadelphia  in  1734. 

The  first  American  Masonic  maga- 
zine was  the  "Freemasons  Magazine." 
published  in  1811.  —  Masonic  News.

VISTTATION  SCHEDULED 

John  H.  Jefferson  of  Indianapolis, 
Grand  Master  of  Masons  tn  Indiana, 
has  announced  Sunday,  Sept.  II,  as 
the  Masonic  fraternity's  12th  annual 
visitation  day  at  the  Indiana  Masonic 
Home  in  FrankHn. 

Indiana's  185.000  Masons,  from 
547  lodges,  and  the  140,000  members 
of  the  Eastern  Star  from  141  chap- 
ters, have  been  invited  to  participate 
in  this  mammoth  get-together  and  to 
bring  their  families  and  friends.  In 
past  years  attendance  has  run  well 
in  the  thousands,  yet  there  has  been 
ample  room  for  all— including  free 
parking — on  the  spacious  Masonic 
Home  grounds.  Attendance  this  year 
probably  will  surpass  previous 
records. 

Purpose  of  the  annual  visitation 
day  is  threefold:  to  unite  in  a  day  of 
Masonic  fellqwship,  to  see  the  pro- 
gress made  at  the  fraternity's  major 
benevolent  project,  and  to  visit  with 
the  men,  women  and  children  who 
are  resident  guests  of  the  Masonic 
Home. 

The  afternoon  outdoor  program 
will  feature  a  concert  by  the  popular 
Murat  Shrine  Band,  greetings  by 
Grand  Master  Jefferson,  specialties 
by  members  of  the  youth  organiza- 
tions— DeMolay.  Job's  Daughters  and 
the  Rainbow  Girls — and  the  conclud- 
ing vesper  service,  to  be  conducted 
by  the  Rev.  George  S.  Taggart  of 
Anderson,  the  fraternity's  Grand 
Chaplain. 

A  major  attraction  for  the  visitors 
will  be  the  Home's  $2,000,000  nurs- 
ing hospital,  now  in  its  third  year  of 
operation.  The  first  geriatric  hospital 
erected  in  Indiana,  it  has  become  a 
national  model  for  the  proper  care, 
treatment  and  rehabilitation  of  quali- 
fied patients  who  are  in  their  de- 
clining years. 

General  chairman  for  this  event 
is  John  E.  Baldridge  of  Columbus,  a 
former  Grand  Master  of  Indiana 
Masons.  As  in  former  years  he  will 
be  assisted  by  members  of  the  Marion 
County  Masters  and  Wardens  Asso- 
ciation. 

The  Indiana  Masonic  Home,  lo- 
cated on  a  320-acre  tract  at  the  south 
edge  of  Franklin,  is  maintained  by 
the  Masons  and  Eastern  Stars  of 
Indiana  to  provide  for  indigent  mem- 
bers and  their  famih'es.  Started  in 
1915.  it  has  grown  stadily  and  now 
ranks  among  the  foremost  fraternal 
Homes  of  the  U.S.A.  Its  population 
currently  is  437.

However,  the  strength  of  Masonry, 
the  spirtual  force  of  Masonry,  is  the 
sum  total  of  the  efforts  of  every 
Mason. 

There  is  work  for  every  Mason 
who  desires  to  labor  on  the  Temple. 

Not  all  Masons  can  be  good  ritua- 
lists not  all  can  be  officers,  but  every 
Mason  has  something  of  value  to 
contribute. 

There  is  always  the  need  for  the 
Masonic  teacher,  the  patient  brother 
who  never  becomes  weary  in  well- 
doing, and  who  is  always  willing  to 
impart  Masonic  knowledge  and  in- 
formation to  the  brother  who  seeks 
to  leam.

NOT  AN  AUTOCRAT 

The  Master  of  a  Masonic  Lodge 
is  no  more  an  autocrat  than  any 
other  holder  of  delegated  power.  The 
Master  is  chosen  by  the  members  of 
his  Lodge,  but  he  gets  his  power  from 
the  constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  the  laws  and  usages  of  the  Fra- 
ternity. He  is  not  only  bound  by  these 
as  fully  as  any  other  member  but  is 
under  peculiar  obligations  to  respect 
them  because  of  his  office.  He  can- 
not be  installed  without  giving  his 
assent  to  a  number  of  propositions 
which  a  private  member  is  required 
to  agree  to  in  detail. 

In  Masonry  every  increase  in 
power  is  accompanied  with  increased 
duties  and  wider  obligations.  It  may 
flatter  the  vanity  of  some  Masters 
to  be  looked  on  as  autocrats,  but 
the  well-informed  are  aware  that 
there  are  no  autocrats  in  Masonry 
and  that  those  who  set  themselves 
up  as  such  are  liable  to  come  to 
grief,  and  that  suddenly.  The  sucess- 
ful  Master  does  not  rule  "by  force 
and  power"  but  by  affection  and 
esteem,  good  will  and  courtesy. 

One  of  the  hardest  secrets  for  a 
man  to  keep  is  his  opinion  of  himself.

THE  LAND  OF  THE 
FREE  AND  THE  BRAVE 

By  Roy  Welty 

September  17.  1787  is  a  day  to  be 
remembered  by  all  Americans  every- 
where. On  this  day  the  Constitution 
was  completed  and  the  first  National 
Constitutional  convention  was  over. 

The  National  Constitution  is  a 
document  to  be  remembered  by  all 
Americans.  It  should  be  taught  in  our 
Grammar  schools.  Portions  of  it 
should  be  memorized  by  American 
school  children,  and  its  principles 
should  be  taught  in  our  High  Schools 
and  Colleges  so  that  all  citizens  may 
be  embued  with  great  essentials  of 
liberty  that  the  founding  Fathers  of 
our  Republic  achieved  for  us. 

The  preamble  to  the  Constitution 
stales  the  political  principles  that 
undergird  human  freedom  and  is 
therefore  the  most  important  part 
of  the  document.  The  remainder  con- 
sists of  illustrations  of  assaults  on 
basic  freedom.  These  statements  are 
of  historical  value.  In  the  light  of 
rising  tyranny  in  many  parts  of  the 
world,  they  help  show  us,  and  also 
those  who  live  abroad,  the  issues  on 
vAich  our  country  was  fovnded. 


The  Constitution  states  in  its  pre- 
amble: "We.  the  people  of  the  United 
States,  in  order  to  form  a  more  per- 
fect union,  establish  justice,  insure 
domestic  tranquility,  provide  for  the 
common  defense,  promote  the  gener^ 
welfare,  and  secure  the  blessings  of 
liberty  to  ourselves  and  to  our  poster- 
ity, do  rrdain  and  establish  the  Consti- 
tution for  the  United  States  of 
America." 

The  blessings  of  liberty  are  "self- 
evident" — that  is,  they  are  so  obvious 
that  they  need  no  proof  whatever. 
"All  men  are  created"  —  that  is,  we 
are  created  beings,  the  creatures  of 
the  Almighty — human  beings  and 
not  mere  animals.  We  are  free  moral 
agents  responsible  to  our  Creator  and 
to  our  fellow  men.  Therefore,  these 
rights  given  to  us  in  the  creation 
cannot  be  denied  by  government. 

"Life"  —  Life  is  sacred  since  it  is 
from  the  hand  of  God,  and  only  for 
just  causes  may  it  be  denied  the  indi- 
vidual citizen.  Sometimes  we  may 
think  that  our  Constitution  gives  too 
much  protection  to  those  who  are 
accused  of  crimes.  Because  life  is 
sacred,  we  prefer  to  lean  backward 
to  protect  it 

"Liberty"  —  the  heritage  of  free 


"The  Pursuit  of  Happiness"  eadi 
person  is  free  to  define  the  good  life 
for  himself  and  is  free  to  achieve  it. 
All  this  liberty  is  under  law  for 
obedience  to  law  is  the  highest  free- 
dom. 

"To  Secure  these  Rights" — Govern- 
ment is  by  the  consent  of  the  governed 
to  the  end  that  our  God-given  rights 
may  be  made  sure.  Our  inheritance 
is  a  government  of  the  people,  by  the 
people  and  for  the  people  and  not 
for  the  tyranny  of  Communism. 

Such  is  our  wonderful  heritage  tn 
this  Land  of  the  Free.  It  is  our  respon- 
sibility and  privilege  to  appreciate 
that  heritage,  to  protect  it  and  per- 
petuate it  for  our  children.

I  would  like  to  pass  on  lo  you  an 
excerpt    from    an    article  entitled 
"Fell  owe  raft." 

This  word  is  a  shortening  of 
Fellow  of  the  Craft.  A  fellow  is  a 
comrade,  an  associate  of  equal  rank 
and  privilege.  In  the  development 
of  learned  societies  and  universities 
following  the  Renaissance,  a  Fellow 
was  a  distinguished  member  of  an 
educated  group  or  college  faculty. 
For  example,  the  Fellows  of  Magda- 
len College.  Oxford,  are  a  group  of 
eminent  scholars  and  teachers  who 
enjoy  a  certain  equality  of  rank  and 
privilege  because  of  their  Fellow- 
ship. The  Fellows  of  the  Royal 
Society  of  London  are  the  modern 
successors  to  the  outstanding  men  of 
science  and  letters  who  founded  that 
organization  in  the  seventeenth  cen- 
tury, at  the  lime  when  operative 
Masonry  was  evolving  into  the  social, 
charitable,  and  phiio.sophic  institu- 
tion we  call  Freemasonry  today.  As 
Fellows  they  hold  a  grade  of  mem- 
bership above  that  of  an  ordinary 
Member.  A  similar  distinction  may 
be  found  in  the  membership  of  the 
Philalelhes  Society,  an  association  of 
American  Freemasons. 

A  Fellow  or  the  Craft  originally 
was  a  worker  who  had  completed  his 
term  of  service  as  an  apprentice,  and 
after  a  further  period  of  employment 
and  experience  as  a  journeyman,  had 
been  received  into  the  Fellowship  of 
his  guild  or  "trade  union."  In  the 
case  of  workers  in  stone,  they  passed 
into  the  Fellowship  of  the  Lodge. 
They    became   associates,   or  equal 
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comrades,  because  they  were  now 
believed  to  be  "of  great  skill,  tried 
and  tr\isty."  The  term  Fellowcraft 
was  used  in  other  trades  and  guilds 
besides  the  Mason.s'  association;  but 
its  survival  in  modem  times  is  ex- 
clusively Masonic. 

Today's  Fellowcraft  is  a  thin 
shadow  of  his  operative  counterpart. 
Too  many  Masons  remember  tJicir 
experience  in  this  degree  but  vaguely, 
A  shadowy  recollection  of  the  work- 
ing tools,  of  two  bronze  pillars,  of 
an  ascent  up  a  flight  of  winding 
stairs,  of  a  long  lecture  about  the 
seven  liberal  arts  and  sciences,  some- 
thing about  wages,  the  Middle 
Chamber  of  King  Solomon's  Temple, 
and  the  letter  "G."  and  the  realiza- 
tion that  he  still  had  another  degree 
to  "take"  before  he  could  really  be- 
come a  member  of  the  Lodge. — these 
are  the  principal  remembrances  which 
the  average  modern  Mason  can  sum- 
men  when  he  hears  the  word  Fellow- 
craft.

He  may  be- 
come a  chronic  fault-finder,  and  in 
that  case  he  will  become  a  grumbler. 
If  he  is  not  careful,  he  will  degenerate 
into  a  growler.  If  he  growls  long 
enough  he  will  become  a  cynic.  When 
a  man  becomes  a  cynic  he  ha.^ 
reached  the  bottom.  There  is  nothing 
lower  than  cynicism.  A  cynic  is  no 
account,  either  to  himself  or  to  any- 
one else.  He  is  a  nuisance  and  a 
stumbling  block.  He  did  not  intend 
at  the  start  to  become  a  cynic.  He 
began  by  finding  fault,  and  the  habit 


grew  on  him  until  his  mind  became 
twisted  and  his  heart  sour.  —  The 
Educator. 

CULTIVATE  INTEREST  IN 
YOUR  LODGE 

A  Masonic  Lodge  will  not  run  it- 
self without  intelligent  attention.  Like 
a  stream  it  seeks  a  lower  level  when 
it  goes  its  own  w.iy.  It  is  all  right  for 
a  stream  to  do  this;  but  not  the 
lodge.  The  stream  can  send  its  ener- 
gies elsewhere,  but  a  lodge  dissipate>j 
its  energy  when  going  downstream. 
The  only  thing  that  keeps  the  life- 
stream  of  a  lodge  high  enough  is  a 
program  of  service  presented  with 
interest.  Not  to  gel  away  from  work, 
but  to  get  into  good  work,  and  see 
it  through  justifies  the  existence  of  an 
organization.  Members  will  not  de- 
velop interest  when  nothing  is  done 
thai  appeals  to  them,  and  lodges  can- 
not function  properly  without  inter- 
ested members.  The  key  to  the  situ- 
ation is  the  member's  sense  of  duty 
fostered  through  serving  it  up  to  him 
IB  an  inviting  manner.  A  dull,  drab 
meeting,  kept  to  the  dead  level  of 
routine,  conduces  to  stupidity.  Men 
of  energy  who  think,  shun  dullness 
like  a  pestilence. 

SELF  RESPECT  THE  REWARD 

Good  depends  not  on  things  but 
on  the  use  we  make  of  things.  Every- 
thing potent,  from  human  love  to 
atomic  energy,  is  dangerous;  it  pro- 
duces ill  about  as  readily  as  good;  it 
becomes  good  only  through  the  con- 
trol, the  discipline,  the  wisdom  with 
which  we  use  it.  Much  of  this  con- 
trol is  social,  a  thing  which  laws  and 
institutions  and  uniforms  enforce,  but 
much  of  it  must  be  personal,  and  I 
do  not  see  bow  we  can  evade  the 
obligation  lo  take  full  responsibility 
for  what  we  individually  do.

Molay is  the  finest  thing  that  you 
can  do  for  yourself  and  only  you 
working  for  yourself  can  earn  this 


possible  to  find  anywhere 
man  or  woman  willing  to  accept  a 
raw  deal  and  consider  it  agreeable 
and  acceptable.  If  natural  law  gives 
us  one  result  one  day  and  a  far  dif- 
ferent result  the  next,  every  day  would 
be  miserable.  In  fact,  no  one  could 
live.  Nature  is  so  faithful  to  the  law 
that  this  fidelity  is  accepted  without 
a  thought,  and  sometimes  a  particle 
of  appreciation. 

God  in  His  infinite  wisdom  has 
seen  to  it  that  the  whole  scheme  of 
things  is  built  on  regularity,  on 
fidelity,  on  the  importance  of  living 
according  to  what  is  right.  Only  man 
can  and  does  break  faith.  One  form 
of  breaking  faith  is  selfishness  even 
when  the  selfish  person  seems  to  keep 
within  the  letter  of  the  law. 

Masonry  teaches  fidelity  to  man 
and  to  his  Maker  The  whole  Masonic 
system  from  the  EA  degree,  through 


the  so-called  higher  degrees,  which 
are  mere  amplifications  of  what  is 
taught  in  the  three  symbolic  degrees. 
In  every  phase  of  its  work  Masonry 
teaches  obedience  to  what  is  right 
and  judicious. 

Hundreds  of  years  ago,  our 
forefathers  had  the  vision  to  see  that 
all  unbrotherly  conduct,  all  anti- 
social activities,  in  fact  everything 
that  impedes  progress  was  alike  harm- 
ful to  race  and  individual.  This  is 
woven  into  the  fabric  of  Masonry.  If 
even  half  of  the  more  than  five  mil- 
lions of  Masons  dispersed  over  the 
globe  would  be  cons'istently  loyal  to 
the  teachings  of  our  beloved  Craft, 
the  human  race  would  make  ^le 
greatest  and  happiest  advance  it  has 
ever  known. 

Wc  hear  and  read  from  time  to 
time  a  great  deal  on  this  subject.  Much 
of  this,  alas,  is  far  too  frequently 
nothing  more  than  oratorical  or 
literary  gesture,  when  it  should  be 
just  as  practical  as  simple  arithmetic 
or  chicken-raising.  Masonry  is  not 
simply  a  theory.  It  is,  as  has  been 
well  said  countless  thous^ds  of 
times,  a  guide  to  the  right  way  of 
living.  It  is  not  high-flown  ethics; 
but  is  practical,  every-day  honest 
living,  with  consideration  for  one's 
fellow  man,  and  the  constant  striving 
to  improve  oneself.  Masonry  works 
every  day  for  the  betterment  of  all 
mankind. 

LOOK  IN  YOUR 
OWN  HEART 

The  degrees  of  of  Masonry  depict 
man's  oumey  through  life.  Its  philo- 
sophy forever  deals  with  God. 

Masonry  sees  a  man  as  he  is,  hb 
strength  and  his  weakness;  his  hopes 
and  his  aspirations- 

But  in  looking  toward  the  tall  goal 
of  achievement  we  may  be  prone  to 
expect  too  much  of  ourselves  and  of 
our  brothers. 

It  is  true  that  one  has  a  right  to 
demand  more  of  a  Mason  than  of 
others.  The  Mason  is  the  recipient  of 
all  that  is  priceless;  he  has  the  ad- 
vantage of  a  plan  of  displine  which 
is  peculiar  to  our  Institution.

The  investigation  of  petitioners  is 
without  a  doubt  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant duties  which  we  assume  as 
masons.  If,  when  called  upon,  we 
neglect  to  perform  this  duty  then  we 
have  not  only  failed  ourselves  and 
the  lodge  but  we  have  failed  the 
petitioner  as  well.  We  fail  ourselves 
and  the  lodge  because  that  informa- 
tion, on  ones  character,  which  is  very 
essential  to  fulfill  the  plan  of  masonry 
is  not  obtained.  We  fail  the  petitioner 
because  without  your  report  he  can- 
not be  adirilied  to  our  fraternity.  How 
would  you  have  felt  if  when  you 
placed  your  petition  in  the  hands  of 
masons  they  would  have  neglected  to 
take  any  action. 

When  a  petition  is  received  by  the 
lodge  the  Master  appoints  a  commit- 
tee of  three  lo  investigate  the  charac- 
ter of  the  individual.  According  to 
Grand  Lodge  two  of  the  three  must 
make  an  oral  report  to  the  lodge  at  tis 
next  stated  meetmg.  If  two  members 
fail  to  report  (oral)  no  action  can  be 
taken  on  the  petition,  his  failure  to 
report  causes  undue  delay  add  cer- 
tainly an  unfavorable  impression  of 
the  lodge  is  framed  in  the  individuals 
mind.  An  impression  which  we  would 
find  difficult  to  erase.  My  year  is 
just  about  over  and  I  find  this  pro- 
blem is  trying  lo  take  root  in  our 
lodge.  Let  each  and  everyone  of  us 
start  to  assume  the  responsibility  of 
investigation  and  try  to  make  the  job 
a  little  bit  easier  for  the  officers.  I 
know  they  will  appreciate  our  efforts; 

Undoubtedly  all  of  you  have  heard 
of  the  Hindu  fakir's  rope  trick.  The 
Fakir  takes  a  long  rope  and  whirls 
it  around  in  the  air  in  much  the 
same  maimer  that  a  cowboy  whirls 
a  lariat.  Higher  and  higher  the  rope 
goes  until  at  length  it  stands  in  the 
air  straight  and  rigid  as  a  pole.  Then 
comes  the  second  half  of  the  trick. 
A  little  Hindu  boy  climbs  the  rope 
and  keeps  climbing  until  he  disappears 
in  the  air,  after  which  the  rope  falls 
to  the  ground  and  nothing  more  is 
seen  of  the  boy. 

There  are  some  who  believe  that 
the  ladder  of  Masonry  is  lo  be 
climbed  in  the  same  mannr.  They 
climb  to  the  top  and  like  the  Hindu 
boy  disappear  and  are  never  seen 
again.  Masons  had  belter  stay  away 
from  these  rope  tricks  or  they  will 
find  their  support  dropping  from  be- 
neath them  and  leaving  them  sus- 
pended in  the  atmosphere.

THE  PIN  YOU  WEAR 

Under  the  rules  and  regulations 
prevailing  in  this  country  a  Mason 
has  a  right  to  wear  and  display  the 
insignia  of  his  ancient  and  honorable 
society  of  men.  With  the  privilege  and 
pride  of  wearing  it  goes  a  grave  and 
exacting  responsibility.  Almost  every- 
one he  meets,  friends  or  stranger,  sees 
and  recognizes  its  significance.  It 
matters  not  whether  it  is  a  simple  and 
neat  Square  and  Compass,  a  diamond- 
sludded  Shriner's  pin,  an  elaborately 
decorated  Keystone,  a  Scottish  Rite 
ring  indicative  if  his  rank,  or  a  Past 
Master's  jewel-  To  the  public  and 
members  of  the  Fraternity  in  all  of 
its  branches  any  one  of  these  symbols 
silently  testifies  that  there  is  a  good 
man  and  true  behind  that  emblem. 

Until  he  has  been  found  otherwise, 
a  Mason  is  usually  taken  for  granted 
as  honest,  upright,  lawabiding,  toler- 
ant, generous  and  God-fearing.  Even 
the  uninitiated  who  are  but  vaguely 
familiar  with  the  purpose  and  intents 
of  his  organization  show  him  a  defer- 
ential respect.  The  lonely  widow  tra- 
veling through  a  strange  land  smiles 
with  an  inward  feeling  of  security 
when  she  sees  the  symbol  of  the  Craft 
on  the  coat  lapel  of  the  gentleman 
who  helps  her  with  her  luggage.  Re- 
gardless of  their  religion,  creed  or 
politics,  bankers,  business  men,  clerks, 
hotel  employes  and  even  police  offi- 
cers display  a  dignified  attitude  to- 
ward him,  almost  unconsciously  rea- 
lized by  themselves.  They  feel  that 
here  is  a  man  who  can  be  trusted 
even  though  they,  perhaps,  have  seen 
exceptions  to  the  rule. 

Woe  unto  the  member  of  the  (treat 
Brotherhood  who  violates  in  the 
slightest  degree  the  confidence  and 
respect  of  those  who  do  not  know 
him  but  still  honor  him  for  the  em- 
blem he  wears.  Next  to  no  good  repu- 
tation at  all  is  a  borrowed  one  if 
honesty  is  absent. 

Let  no  Mason  think  that  the  wear- 
ing of  the  insignia  is  a  trivial  or 
purely  personal  matter.  It  is  more 
serious  and  far-reaching  than  perhaps 
he  ever  dreams.  The  display  of  that 
cherished  emblem  is  a  silent  guarantee 
to  the  public  that  the  word  of  the 
wearer  is  as  good  as  his  bond.

Let  us  re-examine,  or  rediscover 
Masonry  in  the  Light  of  Law,  the 
law  of  Balance,  of  Harmony,  of  Self 
Discipline,  not  the  law  which  con- 
fuses, but  the  law  which  enlightens. 

Let  us  rediscover  Masonic  Charity. 
The  opportunity  for  the  application 
of  this  principle  is  limitless.  We  gain 
so  much  for  what  we  give;  a  word 
of  encouragement,  a  sincere  expres- 
sion of  sympathy  in  time  of  another's 
sorrow  and  we  have  rediscovered  our 
own  beings,  our  own  potentialities. 

Let  us  rediscover  Masonry  in  the 
Light  of  Values.  Let  us  understand 
that  the  study  of  the  Liberal  Arts  and 
Science  is  not  itself  the  goal  of  Ma- 
sonic teachings,  but  that  we  must 
always  eep  to  mind  the  M.  C.

Let  us  rediscover  Masonry — The 
teacher,  the  teacher  of  Love,  who 
takes  us  by  the  hand,  and  who  is  ever 
patient  with  our  faults  and  short- 
comings. She  wisely  tells  us  that  Light 
will  be  added  to  Light  as  our  deeds 
give  substance  to  our  thoughts. 

Let  us  rediscover  Masonry — ^The 
teacher  who  tells  us,  "We  will  march 
in  Light  and  Darkness  and  without 
fear."  —  Masonic  Messenger.

FREEDOM  OF  THE  PRESS 
—A  NECESSITY 

"From  Russia,  no  sun  will  ever 
rise.  There  is  sky  and  air  and  water 
there;  but  to  find  sunlight  where  it 
most  spreads  and  lightens  the  path 
of  freedom,  we  must  come  to  Amer- 
ica. All  who  now  suffer  from  op- 
pression in  the  East,  look  with  hope 
to  the  free  institutions  of  this  Western 
world;  for  it  should  be  remembered 
that  although  this  country,  the  United 
States,  is  west  of  Europe,  it  is  east 
of  Asia;  and  from  this  east,  light  may 
again  dawn  on  that  benighted  region. 

"Those  who  strive  for  freedom  are 
brothers,  wherever  they  be  .  .  ■  Even 
though  all  achievements  be  lost  and 
only  the  freedom  of  the  press  pre- 
served, in  possession  of  this  we  would 
be  able  to  recover  all  our  other  free- 
doms. 

"I  am  no  stranger  to  the  fact  that 
politics  can  never  enter  these  walls. 
Brother  Love,  Relief  and  Truth  are 
the  fundamental  principles  of  the 
Fraternity;  Yet  the  fate  of  my  poor 
downtrodden  country  deserves  con- 
sideration in  every  heart.  For  if  man 
had  ''the  right  to  oppress  his  fellow 
man.  Freemasonry  would  cease  to 
exjst — Masonry  has  never  flourished 
where  a  country  is  ruled  by  despo- 
tism. History — The  Book  of  Life — 
shows  that  the  foundations  of  civil 
liberty  must  lie  at  the  bottom  of  an 
institution,  so  well  calculated  to  im- 
prove the  social  relations  and  dignify 
man.  It  withers  away  under  the  hand 
of  absolutism.  They  cannot  live 
together!

WHY  IS  A  CERTAIN 
SQUARE  IN  MASONRY 
TERMED  AN  "OBLONG 
SQUARE". 

An  oblong  square  has  its  greatest 
length  from  east  to  west,  its  breadth 
from  north  to  south. 

During  the  Solomonic  era  the 
world  was  supposed  to  have  that  ob- 
long form.  On  a  map  of  the  world 
inscribe  an  oblong  figure  whose 
boundary  lines  circumscribe  and  in- 
clude that  portion  known  to  be  in- 
habited in  the  days  of  Solomon; 
these  lines,  running  a  short  distance 
north  and  south  of  the  Mediterranean 
Sea,  and  extending  from  Spain  in  the 
west  to  Asia  Minor  in  the  east,  form 
an  oblong  square,  including  the 
southern  shore  of  Europe,  the  north- 
em  shore  of  Africa,  and  the  western 
district  of  Asia,  the  length  of  the 
parallelogram  being  about  sixty  de- 
grees from  east  lo  west,  and  its 
breadth  being  about  twenty  degrees 
from  north  to  south. 

This  oblong  square  enclosing  the 
whole  of  what  was  then  supposed  lo 
be  the  habitable  globe,  represents 
what  is  symbolically  said  to  be  the 
form  of  the  lodge. 

"Oblong  square"  has  been  objected 
to  by  purists  as  a  contradiction  in 
terms;  they  insist  that  an  oblong  is 
a  rectangle  with  unequal  sides  and 
perpendiculars  while  a  square  is  a 
rectangle  with  equal  sides  and  per- 
pendiculars. The  word  "square"  did 
not  originally  denote  a  figure  with 
four  equal  sides,  but  any  figure  which 
had  right  angles  at  all  four  comers. 
Later,  "square"  came  to  mean  not 
only  "right  angled"  but  a  figure  en- 
closed by  four  equal  length  lines  any 
adjoining  two  of  which  formed  a 
right  angle.  "Oblong  square"  then, 
meant  anciently  what  "oblong^ 
(noun)  means  today. 


DUES— AND  FALSE  PRIDB 

No  lodge  desires  lo  lose  its  mem- 
bers because  they  arc  unable  to  pay 
their  dues.  The  dues  of  Masonry  are 
not  oppressive,  and  yet  there  are 
times  when  almost  any  man  may 
find  he  cannot  afford  the  necessary 
funds  at  the  lime  for  that  purpose. 

At  such  times  it  is  the  proper 
thing  to  let  the  facts  be  known  so 
that  your  brethren  may  know  and 
not  drop  you  out  for  non-payment 
It  is  not  a  disgrace,  and  no  lodge 
parades  those  things  to  the  embar- 
rassment of  its  members,  and  yet 
they  cannot  know  the  facts  unless 
you  tell  them. 

There  is  nothing  to  prevent  the 
brother  who  is  helped  in  this  man- 
ner from  reimbursing  the  lodge 
when  his  finances  will  permit.  How 
much  better  it  is  to  tmst  the  good- 
will and  affection  of  the  brethren 
than  be  dropped  from  membership 
because  of  false  pride  in  making  hb 
financial  condition  known. 

Members  of  a  Masonic  Lodge  are 
Jinked  together  by  an  mdissoluble 
chain  of  sincere  affection,  and  there 
is  no  wish  that  any  brother  should 
be  excluded;  but  if  he  remains 
silent,  it  must  be  presumed  that  it 
is  his  desire  to  have  bis  name  strick- 
en from  the  roster.
